The agency said the Amir, Sheikh Khalifa 
Bin Hamad Al Thani. accepted the resigna- 
tion and named M ubarak Ali Al Kluter as the 
new foreign minister. 

Khuter was minister of power and water. 

The agency gave no further detail and no 
reason was immediately available for the 
resignation. 


But diplomatic observers noted that the 
change comes on the eve of a meeting of 
forci^ ministers of the 22-mcmber Arab 
League lo prepare for a pan-Arab summit 
conference. 

The foreign ministers are holding their 
prqpaniinry meeting on May 22 in the InK^i 
capii.il of &ghdad to prepare for the summit 
where the is.sue of the Soviet Jewish emigra- 
tion to Israel and perceived Israeli threats to 
Iraq are to be prominent.

TUNIS, M^' 13, (Reuter): President Zein Al 
Abidine Ben Ali of Tunisia bad a reconciliation 
meeting with his ousted predecessor, Habib Bour- 
guiba. at the presidential palace today and told him 
he was a free man. 

Jt was their first encounter since the momin| of 
November 7. 1987, when Ben Ali, then prime mini- 
ster. removed Bourguiba from power on the 
grounds lhal he was senile and incapable of continu- 
ing to govern. 

Bourguiba, now in his late 80s, had been President 
of Tunisia for more than three decades. 

He has bwn living in retirement in a goveniment 
house in his coastal hometown of Monastir. The 
authorities have vetted his visitors and restricted his 
frei^om of movement. 

But Ben alt told him today: "You are free to go 
where you like, you can receive whoeveryou likeand 
it is the duty cf the administration to ensure your 
security," the ofTicial news agency TAP repon«.

Indian cyclone 
death toll 450 

Worst in a decade 


NEW DELHI, May 13. (AP): 
The worst cyclone in more than a 
decade in India has gutted the 
economy of a rich agricultural 
region, leaving more than 
100.000 farm animals dead and 
causing almost S6()0 million in 
damage to crops, officials said 
today. 

The death toll in thestorm rose 
to 450 with the discovery today 
of 1 5 1 more bodies littered along 
the low-lying heavily-popubted 
coast of Andhra Pradesh stale, 
Indian media said. 

Air force and navy helicopters 
meanwhile continued relief 
operations along the south 
Indian coast. So far. troops have 
distributed 340,000 food packet' 
and sent hundreds of tankers 
Ailed with water to areas that 
were cut ofTfrom outside help for 
up to three days. 

Several villages remained 
marooned and na^y craft still 
could not reach them. News 
reports said hundreds of people 
were still being rescued from 
trees where they had taken refuge 
after the c>'cione hit on Wednes- 
day. 


Andhra Pradesh's ChlefMini- 
ster, M. Chenna Reddy, des- 
cribe the situation along the 
coast as "very bad." 

"The damage has been colos- 
sal," he told reporters in 
Hyderabad, the capital of And- 
hra Pradesh. 

In qIL he said, 6.5 million peo- 
ple had been affected by the 
storm which at its peak tore into 
the farming region packing 
winds of up to 155 mph (250 
kilometres per hour). Agricul- 
tural damage was estimated at 
$588 million. More than 100,000 
farm animals, mainly gouts, 
cows and water bufTaloes. died in 
the disaster. 

Reports said sea water which 
had contaminated all of the fresh 
water wells along the coast had 
begun to recede today. But rain, 
forecast for much of the region, 
could set rescue work back, 
according to C. Atyun Rao, lop 
relief officer in Andhra Pradesh. 

Appeals went out across the 
nation today for money for 
storm victims.

Three dead, 20 injured asMadagascar army foils dissidents coup attempt 


.\NTANANAR1V0, Madagascar. 
Mav 13. (Agendes): Soldiers stormed 
Ihc AiHional radio siaripn today and 
arrested a handful of dissidents wbo 
had occupied the fadliiy and broad- 
cast that the guvemincnt was overthr- 
own. The govcmmeni later denied 
there had b^n a coup. 

At least three people were killed 
and 30 wounded by bullets and shrap- 
nelfromgrenadesduringAghtingbet- . 
ween the rebels anid tioops, hosintals 


reportdJ. The casualties werenol con- 
ilrmed by government ofndals. 

Witnesses said the deaths and 
injuriesappeared to lakeplace among 
a crowd of about 5,000 people that 
gathered in front of the state-run 
Radio Madagascar station in Antan- 
anarivo, the capital, a few hours after 
the rebels occupied it this morning. 

It was unclear whether the crowd 
supported the dissidents or was sim- 
ply curious. But people outside the 


Station clashed with some troops as 
another detachment of soldiers stor- 
med the building, firing tear-gas and 
exchanging gunfire with II rebels 
armed with automatic weapons, pis- 
tols and knives. 

The station's director said eight of 
his employees bad biKn taken hostage 
and were freed by the troops. No one 
died inside the building, he said. 

The dissidents claimed to be mem- 
bers of a previously unknown group 


calling itself tbe Republican Ccmmil- 
lee ofFiiblic Safety, sources said. 

Gangs ofyouths roamed the streets 
of the capital later in the day. setting 
Are to two cars and hurling rocks 
through windows at the Justice Min- 
istry and tiu American Cukura! Cen- 
tre, witnesses said. 

A Madagascar opposition group in 
Paris quo^ unidrauAed people on 
the island as saying that 50 people 
died when soldiers retook the radio 


station. Witnesses said soldiers look 
about 10 dissidents from the building. 

"There was Aghting between the 
rebels and security forces that has 
reportedly ended," a US embassy 
ofneial said on condition of anon- 
ymity in a telephone interview from 
Madagascar. “The crowd in front of 
the station has been dispersed." 

Soldiers apparently fired tear-gas 
to break up the crowd between the 
station and the island's Hilton Hotel.

Officials and diplomats have 
widely prcdibiud that a united ^‘emen 
would be declared before the end of 
May. 

The Sanaa-bused weekly 26 Sep- 
tember quoted “relidble sources" 
lo^y saying the declaration 
would come during the last week of 
May, six months ahead of schedule. 

“.All dmingemcn ts for this historic 
event in the life of Yemen and the 
.Arab nation have been completed 
and there remain only minor 
executive measures," the paper said.

(Reuter): Bangladesh police anested 
nearly 100 people and at least 1 50 were injured in another 
day of clashes between police and students over the **right 
to cheat" in college entrance examinations, officials said 
today. 

Schools also expelled more than 4,000 students and 
suspended 50 teachers forcbeatingand violence yesterday, 
the second day of the exams. 

"Allow rigging in examinations as you do it in the 
elections." students chanted in two centres near the port 
city of Chittagong, where nearly SO peo^ were injurM. 

In the first day of examinations on Thursday 50 people 
were arrested and more than 100 injured. Sdioolsexpdled 
more than 5,000 students for trying tocheat in Bengali tests 
and suspended 10 teachers for helping thCT. 


“This was just a mess and reflects badly on our overall 
academic systems," said one teacher at a Dhaka examina- 
tion centre aAer yesterday’s English test.

RAWALPINDI, May 13, 
(Reuter); Standing outside his 
shop on a bustling Rawalpi^i 
side street, Mohammad Yousaf 
struggles to explain Pakistanis' 
extraordinary passion for 
decorating their motor veUcles. 

We love our women,” he says 
finally. “We buy them gold 
jewellery to decorate themselves. 
For vehKle owners, the vehicles 
are almost as important as their 
women.” 

From the southern coastal 
plains of Sind to the mountains 
of the northwest frontier, few 
private trucks or buses ladt some 
of the elaborate metalwork, 
extravagant painting and 
intricate ornamentation that 
transform mere vehicles into 
works of art. 

Vehicles bodies are covered 
with paintings of landscapes, 
animals. Rowers, stars and abs- 
tract designs. Verses from the 
Quran and classical poetry are 
rendered in stylisra Arabic 
script. 

Drivers’ cabs are encased in 
sheets of finely patterned metal 
or wood. Model aircraft are atta- 
ched to the bonnets and large 
metal superstructures, vaguely 
resembling crowns, are erected 
on the roofs. 

There are rows of small 
coloured lights and bicycle 
reflectors, arrays of radio aerials, 
beads and bells. 

“Tliis is the traditional rural 
culture at work, expressing itself 
in a modem context through the 
themes of colour and speed,” 
said Naeem Pasha, a Rawalpindi 
architect who runs an art g^ry 
featuring more refined styleels of 
painting. 

“We urban intellectuals 
sometimes like to think we've left 
all that behind But we can't turn 
our backs on tradition, and the 
trucks serve to remind us of that 
fact." 

The cost of decoration a vehi- 
de can be huge. A small passen- 
ger van may cost 30,000 rupees 
(SI.350.) to prepare, not much 
less than the price of a second- 
hand van. 

Decorating a big truck, includ- 
ing hi^ wooden panels suitable 
for piling on top of the origin^ 
cfaasris, can cost SO.OOO rupees 
(53.600). 

“Basically all the decoration is 
totally useless and a waste of 
money, especially in a poorcoun- 
txy," said Yousaf, who has made 
his living for the past 35 years 
from selling vehicle ornaments 
cut by hand from sheets of metal . 

“Butil'sacompetitive thing. If 
one owner spends 4,000 rupees, 
the net man will spend 10,000. 
You can't stop it.” 

Local styles have blurred with 
population movements, but 
regional preferences persist. 
Punjabis like paintings of 
famous M uslim clerics who pit- 
ched in their region centuries 
ago, while people from Sind 
favour fishing scenes. 

The Pathaos of the northwest 
frontier like pictures of eagles, 
the Khyber Pass and tribesmen 
with bandoliers of bullets strung 
across the chests. 

Portraits of former prime min- 
ister Zulfikar Ali Bhutto, which 
nobody dared to display under 
the military regime that ended in 
1988, appear on the backs of 
trucks now that his daughter 
Benazir holds power.

Counter-offensive 


NEW DELHI, May 13, (Reuter): India has 
taken steps to counter a diplomatic offensive 
by Frisian in their dispute over a Muslim 
revolt in the Indian-ruled portion of Kashmir, 
F^me Minister Vishwanath Pratap Singh 
said today. 

Pakistan's Prime Minister Benazir Bhutto 
starts a tour of eight Islamic nations on Tues- 
day to seek support fora plebiscite to settle the 
Kashmir dispute, which has sparked two of 
the three wars between India and Pakistan. 

“We contacted many countries in this 
direction and the response has been tremen- 


dous,” Singh was quoted as saying by the 
Press Trust of India news agency. 

The Soviet Union has always supported 
In di g on Kashmir and the United States has 
publicly backed India's position that the 
problem should be solved through dialogue, 
Singh said. 

He said a number of countries had 
appreciated India's stand that the problem 
should be solved through bilateral negotia- 
tions. as spelled out in the 1972 Simla 
agreement ^er the last war between India 
and Pakistan. 


Pakistan denies Indian char^ that it aims 
and trains Muslim militants in Jahimu and 
Kashmir.

Pakistan blames the unrest on India's 
refusal to allowa UN-mandated plebiscite in 
Kashmir to decide the future of the territory, 
two thirds of which is ruled by India and the 
rest by Pakistan.

“We are entering into these 
talks prepared to maintain our 
friendly relations with the 
United States, keeping in mind 
that any friendship must be 
based on respect for each other’s 
rights and adherence to prind- 
pies,” Aquino said. 

A spokesman for the Philip- 
pine delegation, Rafael Alunan, 
said the exploratory talks could 
take as little as a week. 

US Ambassador Nicholas 
Platt told reporters last week that 
he hoped a new agreement could 
be reached by the end of the year. 

Aquino ruled out Sunday any 
shortcut deals on a renewal of 
bas^ rights, vowing to observe 
difncult procedures outlined in 
the constitution. 

“This government shall keep 
faith with the people and is deter- 
mined to uphold all con- 
stitutional provisions regarding 
these bases.” Aquino said. 

She said that upon the expira- 
tion ofthe bases ^ct on Sept I6, 
I99I any new extension should 
be in the form of a treaty, 
approved by the Senate and sub- 
mitted to a plebiscite if necessary 
as outlined in the constitution. 

Majority of the 23-memlxr 
Senate last year endorsed a 
resolution callingforthe disman- 
tling of the bases, saying they 
represented a diminution of 
Piulippine sovereignty. 

Aquino's statement knocked 
down speculation that she would 
agree to bypass the Senate and 
forge an executive arrangement 
extending the l^se on the bases. 

Philippine Foreign Secretary 
Raul Manglapus and special US 
negotiator Richard Armiuge 
were to begin exploratory talks 
on a new basing arrangement 
Monday at the ti^tly guarded 
Centra] Bank building at the 
edge of Manila Bay. 

Aquino said the executive-leg- 
islative bases council, created to 
look into alternative uses of the 
bases, submitted Tuesday plans 
that “open up possibilities of 
major contributions to national 
developmenL" 

“I have ^ven instructions to 
operationalise portions of the 
plan which can be implemented 
nniD^iately, starting with those 
base areas already reverted to 
us,” Aquino said. 

Large tracts of base lands were 
turned over to the mutippines in 
1979, but the government has not 
put them to use. 

“We are prep^ed to look

Tbe Nepali Congr^ Party asked the king yesterday to 
replace the panel, which is to recommend a constitutional 
monarchy under a multi-pany system. Critics were angry 
at his inclusion of a royal nominee on tbe panel.

Call for legal bans on murderous breeds in UK, Netherlands 


Deadly dog attacks horrify pet-loving nations 


AMSTERDAM. May 1 3,(AP): Dogauackson 
people have prompt^ calls Tor legal bans on 
someallegedly murderous breeds in Britain and 
the Netherlands, two of the world's great dog- 
loving nations. 

Even as legislators try to restrict the owner- 
ship of Pit Bulls and Rottweilers, dog owners 
are cross-breeding tbc two to produce a larger, 
more vicious animal that one animal rights 
ofTicial calls a “Darwinian nightmare." 

Every third Dutch home has a dog. which 
increased tbc shock when an Amsterdam tod- 
dler was mauled by his family's Pit Bull terrier 
last month while family members watched in 
horror. 

Jack Vrielink was the second Dutch toddler 
to die in a Pit Bill attack in less than three 
months, und the incident has swelled anti-Pit 


Bull sentiment. 

In a mesome irony, the toddler's attadeer, 
named Killer, had beffl used in an earlier mur- 
der attempt, fbr which the child's father is now 
serving a prison sentence. 

In the aftermath of the Vrielink killing, the 
Dutch government agreed to consider l^sla- 
tion banning the sale and breeding of Pit Bulls, 
even though Agriculture Minister Cerrit Braks 
had previously termed such a ban unenforcea- 
ble b^use the dog is not a formally recognised 
breed. 

The Rottweiler is at the centre of a similar 
jutcry in Great Britain, where reverence for 
pets is legendary. 

Emotions thm boiled over in February after 
three Rottweilers mauled three children on a 
crowded London-area playground. 


Last year savage dogs killed three people in 
Great Britian.includingan 1 1-year-old girl who 
was training the two Rottwdlers that attacked 
her. 

Rottweiler and Pit Bull fans say they are not 
inhgr gntly savage, but are trained to be vicious 
by misguided owners. 

The aggressive dogs serve as status symbols 
and a form of protection in high-crime areas, 
according to animal protection societies. 

“Fearful Britian's answer to America's hand- 
gun" was how London's newspaper the 
Independent headlin^ a story on the Rott- 
weiler craze.

Soviet film shows gritty side of life

CANNES. May 13. (AP): The 
seamy side of Soviet life came to 
the French Riviera yesterday as 
the Franco-Soviet film "Taxi 
Blues" made its world premiere 
at the43rd Cannes Film Festival. 

"We couldn't have made this 
film 10 or even five years ago." 
screenwriter-director Pavel 
Lounguine said at a press con- 
ference. “These types of charac- 
ter didn't ofTtcially exist" 

The film is about a Moscow 
taxi driver, played by Soviet rock 
musician I^oir Mamonov, and 
his love-haie relationship with 
Pyotr Zaitebenko as a drunken 
saxophonist passengerwho can't 
pay the fare. 

The only sleek places in the 
film are t^ metro and a film 
studio. Mamonov's apartment is 
worse than seedy, and back alleys 
and graveyards crawl with drun- 
ken tramps. 

The film was co-produced by 
Frenchman Marim Kannitz 
who regularly backs European 
films to overcome what he sees as 
Anglo-Saxon domination of the 
movie industry. 

“Taxi Blues" isamong 19 films 
in conmelition for the pres- 
tigious Golden Palm Award. It is 
also up for the Golden Camera 
category for a director's first 
nim. 

“There's been some jealousy in 
the big Soviet studios since 1 
made my film." said Lounguine. 
"We didn't use the big studios, 
but independently rented an 
apartment, part of which is 
shown in the lilm." 

Lounguine said the film 
plumbs the depths of despair in 
the present-day Soviet Union- 

“The taxi driver is used to the 
law. thedebrisofan old idralon. 
now dying, and he doesn't und^ 
stand what's going on when he 
meets the ouiTaw. the alcoholic 
musician and petty crook,*' the 
director said. 

The film has not yet been 
approved for screening in the 
Soviet Union, but Lounguine 
hopes it can mimic the success of 
the gritty “Little Vera," an inter- 
national hit depicting the life of a 
young woman in a soul-deaden- 
m^ndustrial city. 

^e screening of Lounguine's 
film was only one example of 
East meeting West. Culture Min- 
ister Jack L^ng attended a con- 
ference of French and Eastern 
European directors on the 
political and artistic freedoms 
confronting filmmakers still res- 
trained by light budgets. 

Formal competition for the 
coveted Golden Palm opened 
Friday with Clint Eastwood's 
“White Hunter. Black Heart." 
based on the making of John 
Huston's legendary 1953 Him 
"The African Queeii.” 

The festival opened Thursday 
night with a gala ceremony where 
organisers saluted Japanese 
director Akira Kurosawa, whose 
film “Dreams" was shown Thur- 
sday but is not in the competi- 
tion. 

■ Celebrities gathering for a 
glamorous gala performance at 
Cannes Film Festival observed a 
minute's silence last ni^t in 
protest against the pillaging of 
one of France's oldest Je>\ish 
cemeteries.

The film, Gaviria 's first depicts the hopeless lives 
of a group of youths in the slums of Colombia's 


drugs capi^, reduced to stealing motorbikes, push- 
ing drugs in school playgrounds, and hiding from 
the police. 

Many of the roles are played by local youths, not 
professional actors, and the nim is dedicated to four 
cast members killed since the film was made. 

“I feel much closer to death now that four of my 
colleagues have gone," said one of the actors at the 
sombre news conference. . 

“Rodrigo D — No Futuro" is one of 19 films 
competing for the Golden Palm awarded at the end 
of the 1 2-day festival.

CARPENTRAS. May 13, 
(Reuter): The southern French 
town of Carpentras shut down 
briefly today to protest against 
the desecration of its Jewish 
cemetery, which has sent shock 
waves through France. 

Local officials said all 
movement halted in the town for 
a ^ uaner o fan hou r i n sympathy 
with the town's Jews, who num- 
ber about 125 families among a 
population of 28,000. 

.. IRUnicipality has decreed 

that all shops willpull down their 
-'sHuttm-at- ll.3() am., that all 
-TMifleAtS' shall go into their 
homes and that trafTIc will stand 
still,** a spokesman said. 

France's chief Rabbi Joseph 
Silruk conducted a religious 
service later in the town's syn- 
agogue and a representative of 
French President Francois Mit- 
terrand also attended. 

The protests follow the 
desecration on Wednesday ofthe 
local Jewish burial ground, 
where 34 tombstones were sma- 
shed and the corpse of an 81- 
year-old Jewish man was 
exhumed and impaled. 

The town council issued a 
statement sa}^ng Carpentras was 
closely associated with the his- 
tory of the Jewish people. Local 
Jewish leader Freddy Haddad 
said: “Jews have never felt 
threatened in Carpentras." 

Yesterday, demonstrators tur- 
ned on two extreme right 
politicians - one of them a Jew 
—and expelled them from a rally 
attended by about LCNW mem- 
bers of anti-racist groups, as well 
as local Jews, in the town centre. 

Whistling, and cries of “fas- 


cist" and “collaborator" rang 
out when the protesters spotted 
Fernand Teboul, a Jewish minor 
official of the right-wing 
National Front (FN). in the 
crowd. 

Police escorted Teboul to 
safety. Another FN official, a 
non-Jew. left when told he was 
not welcome. 

Many French politicians have 
accused the FN and its fiery 
leader,_Jean Marie Le Pen, of 
creating an anti-&iniTic climate. 
Teboul is one of a handful of 
Jews in the FN, which Le Pen 
said was not involved in Wednes- 
day's incident. 

Celebrities gathering for a ^la 
performance at the Cannes fUm 
festival observed a minute's 
silence yesterday in protest 
against the desecratioEL 

Meanwhile, police released 
five young skinh^ds detained in 
connection with the case after 
hours of questioning, French 
radio said. One was freed day 
before and the fbur others yester- 
day. 

An investigator earlier told 
journalists some of them w’ere 
believed linked to the daubing of 
anti-Semitic graffiti in nearly 
Avignon earlier this year. 

Skinheads, youths whose 
trademark is their shaven heads, 
have a reputation for far-right 
sympathies. 

In Paris, police banned a Sun- 
day demonstration by right-wing 
royalists for fear of violence. An 
annual event to honour French 
nauonalheroineJoanof Arc. the 
rally has no apparent connection

US war against drugs 


WASHINGTON. May 13, (Reuter): After 25 years as an 
international undercover narcotics agent. Michael Levine 
has strong opinions about the US dru^ war. He calls ft 
“the biggest.costliest. most dangeroushiilureof American 
policy since Vietnam." 

Fifteen years after the United States lost the war in 
Vietnam, Washington's war on drugs is a subject of con- 
troversy both at home and in Latin .America, whi^ 
produce most of the cocaine and much of the heroin 
consumed by a seemingly insatiable US market. 

Levine's comparison with the Vietnam warcomes in the 
introduction of a book, “Deep Cover." which he wrote 
after retiring from the US Drug Enforcement Agency 
( OEA) where he had won several awards for outstanding 
work. 

The book describes an undercover operation against 
Bolivian drug lords that failed, Levine asserts, because of 
bureaucraticbungliog, in-fighting and rivaliy between the 
DEA and US customs. 

There has been no official comment on the former 
agent's blow-by-blow account of the operation, code- 
named T rifccta. but figures back up his gloomy conclusion 
that more seizures and more arrests do not mean that the 
war is being won. 

In 1989. thcyeurPresideniGeor^ Bush declared waron 
drugs — as eveiy president since Ridiard Nixon has done 
— US authorities seized almost a billion dollars in drug 
smugglers' assets and impounded 82 tonnes of cocaine. 

The seizures sec new records but failed to disrupt the 
huge domestic market for illicii drugs, the profits f^rom 
which rival those of General Motors. Even the world's 
biggest single cocaine bust ^ 21 tonnes in Los Angeles ~ 
did not lend to shortages or price increases. 


in the same year, according to US figures, worid-wlde 
production of cocaine, opium and marijuana soa^ 
piiea US-led campaign to eradicate'dnia crops. 

The lack of success prompted the BuA administration 
to bring its vast military intelligence network, comidete 
with radar surveillance planes and spy satellite into the 
drugs war.

Black law professor’s resignation spotiights iack of US minority teachers 


BOSTON, May 1 5. ( Reuter): A decision by a black 
Harvard professor to step down until the pr^tigious 
law school appoints a non-white woman has draw*!) 
attention to the luck ofminoriiy teachers at all levels 
of the American education system. 

.Academics say young blacks desperately need 
classroom role models, but because of racism and a 
lack of interest in the profession, fewer members of 
ethnic minorities are becoming teachers. 

“Its across the board. It begins with under- 
representation at elementary und secondary school 


and goeb right through to under-representation on 
college campuses." said Bambl Ramirez, director of 
the office of minority concerns at the American 
« Council on Education, an independent Washing- 
ton-based body. . 

The latest focus on the controversy is at Harvard 
Law- School in Cambridge. Massachusetts, where 
Professor Derrick Bell announced last month that, 
he would not return later this year unless the school 
gave un academic post to a non-wbilc woman. 

Bell first lectured in law at Harvard 20 years ago 


and went on to become the school's first black 
teacher. 

His resignation has raised the painful question of 
'* why, after a 25-year fight for civil rights, minoriiy 
teachers are still in short supply. 

“Problem one — racism is going on in our institu- 
tions, this is not a figment of the imagination.'' said 
Dr Beverly Cole, director of education at the 
National Association for the Advancement of 
Coloured People. 

Cole said this is because minority children, many 


of them poor, are not woidcing their way through the 
education system, and those who do face radsm.

NATIONAL guardsmen and volunteers rushed to 
sandbag water-softened levees on Saturday and 
7.000 people *ttt under an evatntation warning in 
the worst flooding in parts of Texas. Oklahoma, 
Arkansas and Louisiana since the early 1 900s. 

Fierce storms dumped 2 to 4 inches (5 to 10 
centimetres) of rain on northwestern Louisiana, 
where the Red river already was rising from water 
draining down from the Oklahoma-Tcxas border 
area. Heavy rain also fell in nearby northeastern 
Texas and more rain was expected, oflicials said. 

Poisonous snakes and fuieams driven out ofeover 
by the water made emergency workers nervous. 

Water had inundated more than 250,000 acres of 
Arkansas farmland and more than 18,000 cattle 
were stranded . officials said. In Texas, flooding had 
caused between SSOO million and $700 million in 
agricultural damage, with millions moK to homes 
am roads. Hundr^s of Texas cattle have drowned 
in floodwaier since Thursday. 

Over the past three week's, 12 people have died 
because of the flooding inTexas and oneperson died 
in Oklahoma. 

Along Texas' rampa^gTriniiy river, about 500 
residents voluntarily 1^ subdivisioiis downstream 


from the Lake Livingston dam after a judge issued 
an evacuation warning for 7,000 people in low-lying 
areas. 

Some people reportedly wanted to stay to guard 
their property. 

In Louisiana, forecasters said the Red river would 
reach a 45-year high in Shreveport by early this 
week, although no major flooding was expected in 
thedty. 

The US army corps of engineers said the volume 
of water expect^ to move through the region would 
exceed that of record floods in 1927 and 1957. but 
that levees and other flood control measures built 
since then would prevent a disaster. 

Downstream in Avoyelles parish, national guard- 
smen arrived on Saturday to help finish a flve-mile 
levee that about SO farmers started building them- 
selves on Friday with farm machinery to proiect 
cropland from the rising river. 

Upstream in Arkansas, volunteers sandbagged a 
levee at Garland, where the river threatened US 82, 
the only major throughfare still open into the Tex- 
arkana area from the .Arkansas side. Westbound 
lanes of Interstate 30 were dosed at Fulton.

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, May 1 3, (AP): Israel television reported yesterday that the CIA condon^ a 
plan by an Israeli reserve colonel to set up a training camp for I^namanian rebels in Antigua and equip it 
with Israeli weapons. 

The US intelligence agency declined to comment on the report, which came as Antiguan investigators 
were in Israel to inquire about the weapons shipment. 

The camp project was never carried out, and Antiguan investigators say the Israeli arms later were 
diverted to a Colombian drug chieftain. 

CIA representatives stationed on the Caribbean island did not oppose the training camp project, the 
report said. 

‘'We always decline to comment on reports of this nature,'* said Peter EamesL spokesman of the Central 
1 melligence Agency; in Washington.

Pope tours Mexico 

MEXICO CIT'^ , May 13. (Reuter): Pope Joho Paul pulled few punches on his 
tour oi Mexico, telling the govemment to amend its anu'-clerical constitution 
and the people to combat corruption and work for social Justice. 

Using sirdighirorw.'irt language, he told millions of Mexicans that the gap 
between nch and poor in their country was growing. 

The most delicate subject the Pope handled during bis eight-day lO-diy tour 
was the relationship between the state and the Roman Catholic Church. 

Thechurch in Mexico does not want to be considered asiranger and even less 
so an enemy." he said in an address to Mexican bishops yesterday 
He twice assured the govemment that the church, if granted legal status, 
would stay within the limits of its religious mission and would not assume a 
political role. 


Church-stale relations in 
predominantly Catholic Mexico 
are an anomaly. The church is 
restricted by a 73-year-old con- 
stitution which many regard as 
an outdated revolutionary relic 
which needs to be changed. 

President Carlos Salinas de 
Gortari took a political gamble 
in February by naming a per- 
sonal envoy to the Pope, usually 
a precursor to full diplomatic 
relations. 

Some government ofTlcials 
believe diplomatic relations can 
be established even if the 
national church does not have 
legal status. But church sources 
doubt if the Vatican would 
accept such a formula. 

The Pope also confronted the 
sensitive issue of artificial birth 
control, which the government 
supports as a means to keep 
population growth under con- 
trol. 

Opposition politicians criti- 
cised the Pope forbis outspoken- 
ness on birth control and con- 
stitutional issues, accusing him 
of interfering in national affairs. 

From the slums of Mexico 
City to the dusty Helds of 
Durango, from Veracruz on the 
Gulf of Mexico to Monterrey 
near the US border, the Popealso 
urged Mexicans to build a more 
just nation. 

In Chaleo, a sprawling squat- 
ter settlement outside the capital, 
he said: “We cannot live and 
sleep tranquilly while thousands 
of our brothers ... lack what is 
most indispensable to lead a dig- 
nified human life." 

Economic hard times have 
widened the gap between rich 
and poor, he said. The wealthy 
were unwilling to renounce some 
of their privileges while the poor 

lacked basic necessities. 


Pope 

Call for 
change 

MEXICO CITY. May 13. (AP): 
Pope John Paul II dmarts for 
Rome today with a brielstopover 
on the Caribbean island of 
Curacao after completing a trip 
to Mexico in which he called for 
legal recognition ol'the church. 

John Paul declared yesterday 
that the Mexican government 
should not consider (he Roman 
Catholic church a constitutional 
enemy, but rather an ally in the 
fight for a more moral society. 

"In a state of law, the full and 
elTcciiN-e recognition of religious 
freedom should be the fruit and 
guarantee ofcivil libenies." John 
Paul told Mexico's bishops in his 
strongest call yet for legal recoe- 
□iiion of the church. 

Despite being overwhelmingly 
Catholic. Mexico has harsh res- 
trictions on church activity, 
including bans on cburch 
property and participation in 
education and political life that 
date back to 1859. 

The church was for many years 
considered a reactionary force by 
the ruling institutional 
Revolutionary party, but in 
recent years the restrictions have 
been loosely enforced. 

"The church in Mexico wants 
to be considered and treated not 
as something strange, nor as a 
enemy that must be confronted 
and fo^i. but as an ally of all 
that is good, noble and 
beautiful." John Paul said. 


The Pope also appeared to 
back Salinas's campaign to clean 
up politics and insliluiions, tell- 
ing Mexicans not to turn a blind 
eye to corruption. 


The four-member Antiguan 
investigative team was assisted 
by US experts, the report said. It 
said the team completed its 
inquiry yesterday and is to report 
back to the Antiguan govem- 
ment.

The affair began when Klein, 
who runs a private security com- 
pany called Hod Hahanit. or 
Spearhead, approached the 
y^tiguan government with plans 
to create a military training 
camp, according to the TV 
report. 

A senior Antiguan military 
official, who was not identified, 
told CIA representatives on the 
island about the plan and they 
did not oppose it, the report said. 

Klein told Israel television the 
school was “supposed to train 
500 fighters" opposed to Pan- 
ama's Gen. Manuel Noriega, 
who were “supposed to use the 
weapons coming from Israel." 

He said his contact was the 
rebels' military leader, Eduardo 
Herrera, now chief of Panama's 
national police, and that their 
meetings were held in Miami. 

"I was in contact wi th him, and 
his people were supposed to be 
trained in the school, and he 
actually had to lead the invasion 
of Panama. The school was sup- 
posed to train SOO fighters in the 
methods of action in constructed 
and open areas," Klein said. 

The aim was "to carry out this 
sophisticated operation like a 
commando operation, without 
bloodshed, simply to neutralise 
Mike Harari and take him out of 
the country." he said. 

Harari, a former cop oHicial at 
Israel's Mossad intelligence 
agency and security adviser to 
Nori^a. has escape from Pan- 
ama — apparently during the US 
invasion. 

"The idea was to carry it out 
smartly, with intelligence job 
done beforehand. Our con- 
clusion and knowledge was that 
they simply would not fight, 
neither the army nor the unit 
protecting Harari.. .and this is 
what happened in Panama w'hen 
the Americans invaded," Klein 
said. 

But plans for the camp fell 
through, the weapons “were 
relumed to the elements who 
bought them in Panama." he 
add^. 

Noriega was toppled in the 
December US invasion of Pan- 
ama and was brought (o the 
United Slates to face drug char- 
ges. 

Klein offered no explanation 
as to how the weapons reached 
Gonzalo Rodriguez Gacha. a 
drug boss killed in a raid by 
Colombian police in December. 

After Rodriguez Gacha 's 
death, about 2()0 Israeli-made 
Gain assault rifles were found in 
his ranch. 

The New York Times named 
Klein and Maurice Sarfati, an 
Israeli owner of a produce busi- 
ness in Antigua, as responsible 
for the arms diversion. 


Test pushes limits of ABM treaty

WASHINGTON. May 13, (AP): Anns 
control advocates said yesterday a newly 
tested missile tracking device could violate 
the 1972 anti-ballistic missile treaty if 
deployed as part of a space-based defence 
system. 

"The test does not have all the 
capabilities would need, but it is clearly 
intended to lead to a component wUch 
could be in violation of the treaty," said 
Spurgeon M. Keeny. president of the 


Washington-based arms control associa- 
tion. 

Keeny said the six-hour test flight 
Friday of the airborne optical adjunct-air- 
borne surveiUance testbed stopped short 
of a violation of the ABM treaty. 

But Keeny added that “the issue is 
whether the test is leading to a component 
which if successful would be in violation." 

The infrared tracking device was moun- 
ted on a Boeing 767 that took off from 


Seattle. It is design^ to track hundreds of 
targets, sorting missiles from debris and 
decoys. 

Tlu^ months of flight testing over the 
continental United States will be followed 
by tests usingairforce targets at Kwajalein 
atoll in the Pacific. 

The ABM treaty bans space-based sys- 
tems designed to substitute for radar in an 
ordinary system. 

But .defence spokesman William 


O'Connell said the s^tem does not violate 
the treaty. . 

He said it cannot scan wide areas of 
space but must be told where to look and 
therefore cannot be considered a sub-' 
stitute for radar. 

Friday's test, he said, was primarily to 
determine the effects of vibration on the 
technology. 

Keeny is a former deputy director of the 
US arms control and disarmament agency.

Xinhua also pointed out that 
Buddhist believers from China 
sailed across the Pacific to Mex- 
ico as early as the Sth century, and 
that Chinese silk and porcelain 
were reaching Mexico by way of 
Manila and Acapulco 400 years 
ago. 


Bogota bombs 
kill 22 people 

Indiscriminate attacks 


BOGOTA, May 13, (Reuter): 
Three car bombs killed at least 22 
people in Colombia as the coun- 
try's drug barons appeared to 
switch to uidiscriminaie attacks 
in their nine-month-old war 
against tiie government. '' 

Two bombs exploded in busv 
shopping areas of the capital, 
Bogota, yesterday ailemoon as 
thousands of people shopped for 
the Mother's Day holiday today. 

Police said the bombs killed at 
least IS people, including four 
children, and wounded 144. 
Local radio pul the death loU at 
19. 

The more devastating blast 
killed at least 13 people, wrecked 
shops for two blocks and des- 
troyed dozens of cars in the 
working-class district of 
Quirigua. 

One woman, hysterical with 
grief, told television news how 
she rushed out to look for her 
children. "My boys were all ri^i 
but 1 saw that my daughter had 
been blown to pieces." she said. 

The third car bomb blew up in 
a nightclub area of Cali, 190 
miles (300 km) southwest of 
Bogota, just as discotheques 
were filling on Saiaurday night. 
It killed seven prople and woun- 
ded 30, police said. 

Police said the Bogota bombs, 
which exploded simultaneously 
a few miles apart, were the work 
of the drug barons who have 
waged war on the state since the 
govemmem cracked down last 
August on their activities. 

“There's no doubt. It's an act 
of drug-terrorism which contin- 
ues • making many people 
innocent victims ofitsevilinstin- 
cts,**Colonel Jose Camero, 
operational chief of the ^goui 
police, told Colombian telev- 
ision. 

A police spokesman in Cali 
said the bomb there might be 


linked to a feud which erupted 
anew in the past two weeks bet- 
ween the two biggest cocainecar- 
teis, based in Medellin and Cali. 
Businesses believed linked to the,. 
Cali cartel had been attacked 
earlier. 

.'^e Bogota bombs seemed 
designed to inflict maximum 
casualties. Police said they con- 
tained pieces of metal which 
became deadiy flying shrapnel 
when the bombs exploded. 

Although scores ofbystanders 
have been killed in previous 
bomb blasts in the drug-traffick- 
ers' war with the state, most of 
iheuttacks were aimed at specific 
targets such as businesses, state 
installations or police patrols. 

The bombings plunged 
Colombians deeper into a siege 
mentality two weeks before elec- 
tions to- pick president Virgilio 
Burco's successor and decide 
whether to continue the govern- 
ment's tough anti-drugs policy. 

Cesar Gaviria, the ruling 
Liberal Party's candidate and 
favourite to win the May 27 elec- 
tions. has committed himself to 
the crackdown but most opposi- 
tion candidates have called for a 
new approach. 

The war between the govem- 
ment and the drug barons 
resumed in late March after a 
two-month truce. Police say 
drug-traflickers have since shot 
dead more than 30 policemen 
and killed 55 people in bomb 
blasts. 

The immediate aim of the drug 
barons is to force the govemment 
to abandon its policy of extradit- 
ing drug suspects to the United 
States to stand trial, diplomats 
say. 

The govenrmenl seized a 
record 14 tonnes of pure cocaine 
at a jungle collection point last 
week, llie army also detained 
four prominent Medellin citizens 
on suspicion of abetting drug- 
related terrorism. 


Defence chiefs 
propose 

Plan on Cheney table 



WASHINGTON, May 13, 
(AP): The nation's militaiy 
leaders open negotiations this 
week with Defence Secretary 
Dick Cheney on pared-down 
spending proposals that by 
1997 would cut six divisions 
from the army, slash dozens of 
warships and defer missile 
progranunes. Pentagon sour- 
ces said yesterday. 

The spending plans, which 
were draned by the ci vilian and 
military chiefs for the anny, 
navy and air force, were for- 
mally submitted to Cheney's 
ofiice on May 1 . 

"There are no surprises 
here," said one source, who 
noted that the proposals, which 
cover the years 1 992-97, are far 
from being finalised. "It's a 
submission.The floal decisions 
are up to Cheney, up to the 
President.” 

Classified 

. All ofthe officials who spoke 
of the plans did so on condition 
of anonymity, given that the 
plans are considered classified. 

The chiefs' suggestions came 
as Capitol Hill is putting great 
pressure on Cheney to clarify 
the Pentagon's long-range 
spending goals in this time of 
reduced superpower tensions • 
and reduced chance of a major 
land war in Europe.

Paper criticises Chamorro decrees 


Actions violate constitution 


MANAGUA, May i3.{.AP);TheSan- 
dinista daily newspaper Barricada said 
yesterday's edition that changes made 
by President Violeta Barrios de 
Chamorro are a violation of the con- 
stitution as serious as a coup. 

Chamorro, who is facing a strike by 
public employees, on Friday ordered a 
sweeping review of property seizures 
during the decade oflefust Sandinista 
government. 

Government employees have rejec- 
ted a 60 per cent pay increase 
Chamorro had ordered earlier this 
w-eek. saying it did not keep up with the 
steep price increases. They demanded a 
200 per cent raise. 

On Friday, 2,000 striking workers 
broke through a police barricade and 
took over a plaza outside the presiden- 
tial ofiice. TTie govemment refused to 
meet with the strikers and threatened to 


fire them. 

Lucio Jimenez, general secretary of 
(he Sandinista Workers Union warned 
yesterday that the strike could Be exten- 
ded to a nation iev'cl. 

Labour Minister Francisco Rosales 
charged that the strike is being waged 
not for financial reasons, but “simply 
to provokechaos." Declaring the strike 
illccal, he threatened to fire workers 
wiio don't go back on the job. 

The civil service law suspended 
Thursday by Chamorro protects 
employees from firing and grants them 
the ri^L to strike and bargain collec- 
tively. 

'I'csterday. 85 employees of the infor- 
mation and press department of the 
president's office relumed to work, 
said Jairo Blundon. a spokesman for 
the workers. 

Chamorro said Friday her govern- 


ment would review all laws passed by 
the leftist Sandinistas in their lost two 
months in office. Chamorro took office 
April 25. 

Among the laws being reviewed are 
an amnesty that protects former San- 
dinista government officials from 
prosecution for acts committed while 
they were in the govemment and 
another that restricts ownership of 
broudca.st media. One law Mng revi- 
ewed allowed senior Sandinistas to 
confiscate homes of the wealthy. 

The president's actions “are a viola- 
tion of the constitution as .serious as a. 
coup," Burricuda said. It cail^ the 
change in property laws “uncon- 
siiiuiional, contrary to agrarian reform 
and repressive.” 

The present constitution, drawn up 
during the Sandinista years, gives the 
executive brunch significant powers ,

Meanwhile, President George 
Bush has rigned a proclamation 
caUing on Beijing to “respond 
positively” to ihe pro- 
democracy aspirations of C^n- 
ese demonstrators who were 
violently suppressed a year ago. 

Bush sign^ a congressional 
proclamation naming Sunday, 
May 13, a national day in sup- 
port of human rights. 

The proclamation asked 
Americans to observe the day “in 
the ^irit of commemorating 
those who died” around Beij- 
ing's Tiananmen Squareduringa 
Chinese military crackdown.' 

It said people should observe 
tbe day, “drawing inspiration 
from the coura^ of those who 
held fast to their ideals in the face 
of violent suppression, and urg- 
ing the Chinese government to 
respond, positively to the fun- 
damental aspirations for 
freedom expressed in last year’s 
demoQstraUoDs.” 

“These are Ibe same fun- 
damental aspirations as 
profoundly expressed by people 
around the world during the 
momentous events we are still 
witnessing — events that are 
daily advancing the cause of 
freedom and human rights.” 
Congress passed the pro- 
ciamalion on Friday and sent it 
to tbe president. 

Bush, the US diplomatic 
representative 10 Beijing in the 
mid-1970s, has been criticised for 
failing to take stricter economic 
and political measurs to show 
displeasure with China's repres- 
sive and violent tactics.

“Thesecretortbe 13th 
and Mtbeentury Mongol empire 
was the separation of economic 
matters from ideology.” 


He said Kublai Khan, Gengh- 
is's grandson, permitted 
plurality in religious bdief which 
was akin to a modem day 
political system of many parties. 

The MPNP manifesto adop- 
ted today advocates a jump from 
communist central planning to a 
capitalist market economy. 





Unsolved murder

Sanctions not working 


MOSCOW, May 13, (AP): If Preskknt Mikhail Gorba- 
chev imposixi strict sanctions on Lithuania in hopes of 
scaring other republics away from pressing for indepen- 
dence. it’s not working. 

The sight of Lithuania suflering under a Kremlin 
embargo on fuel, manufactured goods and raw materials 
has prompted the other two Baltic publics, Latvia and 
Estonia, to be more careful in phraang their demands for 
independence.

Fatima has become one of Eteman Catholism's most important 
shnnes. 1 1 is also a focus forCaiholic anti-communists, since the children 
said the Virgin told them; “If my wt&hes are fulfilled Russia will be 
reconverted and there will be peace. If not, Russia will spread her errors 
throughout the world." 

The three children said the Virgin appeared to them seven times 
between May 13 and October 13, 1917, the year of the Bolshevik 
Revolution in Russia.

cow. 

“Such an approach could 
break the deadlock on the Baltic 
issue,” Ruutel said. 

Gorbunov said there hasn't 
been any fonnaJ response from 
Gorbadiev on Latvia's declara- 
tion of independence, which was 
adopted May 4. 

Before their 4 and 1-2-bour 
meeting, Ruutel stressed the need 
for co-operation among the three 
republk^ whidi have a com- 
bined population of 8 million 
people. 

• Prime Minister Margam 
Thatcher has written Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev urg- 
ing him to resolve disputes over 
Lithuania’s independence 
declaration through talks on the 
republic's future, officials said 
yesterday.

Relief efforts have temporarily averted threat of famine in Ethiopia 


MASSAWA, Ethiopia. May 13, (AP): A huge, 
disparate and partly obscure relief euon amm to 
have temporarily averted the threat of ramiae in 
northern Ethiopia this year. 

But if the apocalyptic horseman has been stayed 
from a sweep across the barren mountains and 
of this war- and droughtTStricken land, 
hisspecrilingerson. . 

Sevtt'months ago, the Umted Nations warned 
ihat more than 4 million people were at risk of dying 
from hunger in Ethiopia's four northern provinces 

— Eritrea, Tigre, WoMo and Gondcf. 


The threat was compared with thegrrat famine of 
1 984-85, which killed more than a nullioa people in 
the same re^n and raised the consdousness of the 
wortd. 

Ghastly, haunting images of skeletal children 
flickered across the TV screens on every continent as 
the famine deepened six years ago. The pictures 
prompted a huge but belated flow of ai^ too late to 
help many starving people but averting an even 
greater calamity. 

This year the response came quickly, albnt with 
less fanfare. 


As soon as it became apparent in late 1989 that ihe 
annual rains hud failed once more and har\’cst fields 
were turning into porched plots, the United 
Nations, inoividuaJ governments, private reuef 

agencies and others bt^n gearing up. 

The others includea Emergency rood Distribu- 
tion Organisations operated by separate insurgent 
forces in Eritrea and Tigre that are wagingdvil wars 

againsiibegovemmcnl in those provint^. 

“The situation is very tenuous and fragile, but 
things look very good right now,” said Paul Mit- 
chellT a spok^nian for the UN’s world food 


programme, based in Rome. “! would add, 
however. ^ai ihm's no room for complacency.” 

Mitchell was interviewed reoratiy in Nairobi. 
Kenya, following an inspection trip to Ethiopia. His 
agenc>’ is responsible for getting surplus food, don- 
ated primarily by Western nations, to drought and 
disaster areas around the world.

De Klerk 
on mission 
to convince 
Europe 

ATHENS. May 13, (Reuter): 
South African President F. W. 
De Kierk has six u'ceks to per- 
suade Europe be has uncon- 
ditionally repudiated more than 
40 years of Afrikaner racism 
known as apartheid. 

Unless the 12 European Econ- 
omic Community (EEC) leaders 
decide at their summit in Dublin 
on June 25 that be has given 
irrefutable evidence of his sin- 
cerity, it might be at least a fur- 
ther six months before he could 
reap a tangible economic reward. 

^me people, including sour- 
ces dose to him on his mission to 
eight EEC countries and Swit- 
zerland, believe De Klerk cannot 
wait as long as that. 

“If he does not get recognition 
from Europe dunng this trip, he 
could be in real trouble,” said 
one source on De Klerk’s offidal 
Boeing 707. 

The specially-equipped air- 
craft spent the weekend at Ath- 
ens airport while De Klerk rested 
for two days on a friend's yacht 
before Hying to Lisbon 
tomorrow to resume his 18-day 
tour. 

Many of South Africa's ruling 
white Afrikaners i^ard him as a 
traitor because of his ^reement 
to negotiate with blacks on end- 
ing 3:^ years of white si^rem^ 
and 42 years of Aifnkanerdoinin- 
ation. 

Members of De Klerk's ruling 
National Party largely accept 
that he could not win a new 
whites-only election, but some, 
at present only a few, fear that if 
he fails to show the beneflts of 
reform quickly he could lose con- 
trol of the governmenL 
If the European ^onomic 
Community does not judge in 
June that De Kleik desert a 
reward, it will be at least six mon- 
ths before the 12 leaders get 
anot^ chance to grade his per- 
formance and issue a more 
favourabie report card. 

De Klerk has visibly enjoyed 
being the first South Africa 
leader since World War Two to 
travel through Europe without 
having to defend a policy which 
the world finds repugnant. 

He beamed on the steps of 
Preadrat Francois Mitterrand’s 
Elysee Palace and revelled in a 
high-speed motorcade led 
through Paris by motorcycles 
with £ens screaming. 

From Lisbon, De Klerk 
travels to West Germany, 
Britain, Brussels, Spain and Italy 
in bis bid to muster an EK 
majority for a softening of the 
community's anti-apartheid res- 
trictions on trade and technology 
exchanges with South Africa. 

He will try to exercise his per- 
sonal persuasiveness to convince 
Europe’s leaders that it is time to 
stop penaliang South .Africa and 
start encouraging apartheid's 
replacement through a 
negotiated political settlement. 

The conununiw has called for 
clear evidence of profound and 
irreversible change before it will 
consider easing sanctions, 
including a ban on new' invest- 
ment in South Africa. 

De Klerk said in France and 
again in Greece that he had met 
that condition by repe^ngmany 
apartheid laws, releasing Nelson 
Mandela from prison, ending a 
30-year-old ban on the African 
National Congress (ANQ and 
beginning talks with the ANC on 
a format for full-scale negotia- 
tions. 

Sources travelling with him 
said Greek Prime Minister Con- 
stantine Mitsoiakis would, after 
meeting De Klerk on Friday, 
back EEC moves to relax curbs. 

British Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher has already 
enraged her EEC colleagues by 
unilaterally suspending some 
sanctions. She favours a co- 
ordinated move to reward De 
Klerk for what he has already 
done. 

Portugal, long one of 
Pretoria’s best friends in Europe, 
is also ready to vote for a phased 
reduction of sanctions. 

But it is Mitterrand, the sour- 
ces said, who could be the key to a 
South African victory in the 
court of EEC opinion.

The rector told Kuna in a 
statement the issue hqd been dis- 
cussed by the committee of 
faculty deans who met three 
times for the purpose over the 
past four days. 

The committee reviewed 
proposals put forth by an expert 
committee concerning the cour- 
ses system and its pros and cons, 
he said. 

Citing detail figures, Shueib 
indicate that under the courses 
system the 1986/87 academic 
batch had performed fairly well 
and thal the disparity with the 
figures of the previous year was 
too neglible to indicate an 
adverse effect of the courses sys-

Computer security 


Anti-virus protection 
imperative, says expert

ALL ministries and companies should have anti- 
virus policies to protect their computer programmes 
and daia. said Charles Preston, a computer security 
consultant who gave a seminar on virus prevention 
and control last week. 

"The number of viruses and the chances of getting 
them are quite high. If it doesn't happen this week or 
this month, it mi^i happen by theend ofthis >'car or 
the next,” he added. 

Preston told thc41 participants from Kuwait and 
other Gulfcounlries that (he firt step in setting up an 
efTeciive polic>’ against these destructive miniature 
programmes is to present the matter of virus protec- 
tion to the management and win their support. 

"Step two is doing a risk assessment study. You 
may not have the money or the lime to protect all 
your machines exactly the same way.” said Preston 
e^Iaining that virus prevention should be cosl- 
efiective. "It would not make sense to spend S4.0Q0 
to protect data that i.s worth SI, 000 on a PC. You 
must first identify the machines that have the most 
valuable or confidential information, those that are 
the most susceptible to viruses and those thal the 
virus would create the most problems in.” 

The computer expert said that once the identifica- 
tion process is over, a company could choose a 
policy that .<:uits its specific needs. "A company's 


policy could prohibit its employees from, using 
unapproved software in their computers.” Educat- 
ing users about the new polic}' is essential because 
they will tend to violate the rules if they don’t 
understand them. 

"A policy should also specify how employee 
should act if they believe they have a vims or if it is 
determined thal they do. In some cases people may 
do more damage to their files than the vimsiiselTby 
needlessly de.s(raying them believing that it is the 
appropriate thing to do.” explained Preston adding 
that once a company has a procedures manual and 
dear instmetioos on what measures to take in the 
case of a certain type of virus, it has most of the 
elements ofan efTective policy. 

Protection against viruses is available in the form 
of spedal switches and programmes. "Some anti- 
vims programmes are quite effective, but no one 
programme is efTective against all kinds of viruses. 
Used in combination, they give the best produc- 
tion.” Preston said. 

Policies should also specify how to investigate a 
virus case in order to determine where it came froin 
and prevent future outbreaks. "A reriew of the 
policy's performance aftera real outbreak is needed 
to evaluate how it worked in practice and probably 
make some changes,” concluded Preston.

Physician warns against anti- sterility drugs 


DR Fahed Al Abdulhadi. from 
the Maternity Hospital at the 
Ministry of Public Health was 
quoted as saying that the hosp- 
ital receives about 1000 cases of 
sterility, of these. 28 per cent are 
Kuwaitis, 57 per cent Arabs and 
the balanre foreigners. 

In an interview with a local 
daily, the ofTIcial said that the 
relevant field studies indicated 
that about 70 per cent of these 
cases could m attributed to 
various factors in women. 1 1 per 
cent to men while another 1 1 per 
cent to reasons pertaining to 
both the man and the woman. He 
added that about 51 per cent of 
the women had their ovaries 
reactivated while about 17 per 
cent had been surgically treated. 
He said that about 1 1 per cent 
Sterility cases among men had 
been successfully treated while 
another 7 per cent were being 


transfered to test tube baby div- 
ision for taking the appropriate 
action. 

Meanwhile, the officiai has 
warned against the administer- 
ing of some drugs sold by the 
pharmacies for treating sterility 
without the consultation of the 
physicians, hinting thal such 
drugs may cause side effects. 

He disclosed that recently a 
study had been conducted on 
impregnating women who had 
their wombs removed by sur- 
gery. 

Experiments 

Abdulhadi said that the idea of 
such a study depends on an 
attempt to iran^ianl a fertile 
ovary in a specific place in the 
woman's body which must be 
capable to accomodate the 
growth ofsuch an ovaiy. He said 
thal he beliewd that undertaking 
these experiments may not con- 


tradict with the religious rules, as 
these experiments might con- 
tribute to solving the sterility 
problem. 

On the other hand, Abdulhadi 
disclosed that the Maternity 
Hospital will for the first time 
this month begin to use lasers in 
treating women who sufTers from 
diseases of the neck of the womb 
as well as other organs. He added 
that the hospital has r^nUy ten- 
dered for obtaining of such an 
apparatus which will cost about 
KD 25,000. 

He commented that the 
Maternity Hospital, tike other 
hospitals in the country are suf- 
fering from a lack in the number 
of physicians. There about ^ 
doctors working at the moment 
in the hospital while theadequate 
number should be about 67 doc- 
tors. the official said. To redress 
this shortcoming Abdulhadi has 


sug^ted the forming of special- 
ise committee which should 
undertake the redistribution of 
physicians among the hospitals 
and tbe health centres available 
in the health areas. He su^ested 
enhancing physicians expertise, 
the streamlining of the current 
distribution system in order to 
alloweacb doctor to serveat least 
six months in each division to 
upgrade his efliciency. 

Commenting on some ladies 
complaints on conducting 
Caesarean sections, the officiai 
said that the Medical Commis- 
.sion at the Maternity Hospital is 
resorting to this type of delivery 
for certain health considerations 
and for the in terest of the mother, 
adding ,that the pertinent 
decision in this connection was 
not so easy, as any Caeserean 
operation should be justified and 
set out in tbe relevant report. 


THE chairman and director gen- 
eral of Arab Fund for Economic 
and Social Development 
Abdullatif Al Hamad has war- 
ned against the evil consequences 
which might result from indus- 
trial expansion in Arab coun- 
tries. 

In a study over the "economic 
effects of environmental topics 
on the Arab oil producing coun- 
tries” which has been published 
recently in “The Oil and Arab 
Co-operation” magazine, 
Hamad sud that the elTecls of 
industrial expansion will extend 
beyond the relevant borders by. 
catching up with neighbouring 
-countries. He added that pertin- 
ent effects will not hurt human 
beings only but will also 
negativ>ely elTect the economic, 
touristic and fishing activities. 

He added that energy genera- 
tion units in the Arab countries 
had been significantly developed 
ance World War II, but environ- 
mental factors had not been con- 
sidered. He further said that thie 
energy issue as well as the univer- 
sal environment and its effects on 
the Arab countries had been 
debat^ but no qiraal concern 
was ^ven to traditional Arab 
environmentalj^Uems. 

Problenw 

‘Environmental pollution 
problems in the oil producing 
Arab countries could be 
attributed to crude oil and 
natural gas which still constitutes 
the backboneof the economies of 
these countries. 

In this context. Hamad has 
confirmed that the high revenues 
of oil particularly upon the 


' adjustment of oil prices during 
the period of 1973 - 1984 and 
from 1979- 1980 has considera-. 
bly affected the levels and econ- 
omic development styles in the 
Arab countries, whereas Gro» 
National Product (GNP) rose 
fromS7I billion in l973 to about 
S406 billion in 1980and reached 
its peak in 1981 with about S434 
billions. High oil revenues ben- 
efltted both Arab oil producing - 
and non-producingcoumries. 

Non-oil producing countries 
benefitied by exporting their 
commodities to producing ones. 
Financial support ^ven to its 
budgets by the producing coun- 
tries in addition to project finan- 
cing which had been extended by 
the Arab Development Institu- 
tions also helped, Hamad said. 

Refreat 

Hamad also said that demand 
retreat for oil in the industrial ' 
countries constituted a agn of. 
the success of several measures 
which had been adopted by these 
countries aiming to curtail the 
demand forenergy in general and 
oil in particular. He added that 
sudi a treat effected the revenues 
of Arab oil countries, but he con- 
firmed that oil and gas as 
primary sources for enerra could 
not be alternated in the fore^n 
future. 

Arab countries still possess 57 
per cent of world oil reserve and 
about 20 per cent of gas, but the 
currentmenace which faces Arab 
oil countritt is now to adapt its 
economies to keep abreast with 
world environmental attitudes in. 
order to augment its beneflls 
from its oil and gas resources in 


the long term, Hamad said. 

On the other hand, environ- 
mental awareness has imposed 
exciting changes in the. oil 
derivatives market the first of 
which was represented by the 
dropindemandforheavy oil and ' 
the increasing demand for high 
octane raring which is free of 
lead. This has entailed incor-' 
porating essentia] changes in the 
designs of related refineries 
which . coincided with the 
increase of capital costs of fin- 
ance that are . required for 
upgrading of octane rating and 
getting rid of sulphur; Hamad 
added. 

Several indicators show that 
natural gas will be the main 
energy required for industry and 
for house purposes in the future, 
as gas has proved to be in line 
with the nrm environmental 
measures, Hamad said. 

He not^ that the demand for 
oil in t^ countries of Europe’s 
Organisation of Economic Co- 
operation Development 
(OECD) has been reduced from 
240 millions tons in 1977 to 
about 1 17 millions tons in 1987, 
but the demand for gas increased 
from 1 18 million tons to 126 
miliion tons during the same 
period. Gas consumption will 
increase by the increasing of its 
flow from the Soviet Union and 
Algeria. 

The study also confirmed that 
most of the polluted industries in 
the Arab countries were 
represented by the cement indus- 
tn^ power stations, oil refin- 
eries, fertiliser plants and paper 
plants. 


Hired security use 1 1 kidney

TH E director of the security and safely depa rtment at Kuwait Univer- 
sity Suiaiman Jum'a has said that use of hired security personnel by 
contracting local security companies has been positively successful.

He highlighted the efforts exerted by security staff for maintaining a 
durable state of security and safely al Ute university sites, and that if 
they failed to play their role effectively were would not renew their 
recruilmenl coniracL 

Only 8 per cent of the old security guards have been retained on tbe 
service for reasons of efliciency of performance due to long experience 
in the field. Jum'a said. 

He urged students to step up co-operation with the security person- 
nel and never to lake their intervention as a breach of their personal 
freedom. Security guards have a strict set of instructions which they 
have to honour and bore all sorts ofhardship and difficulty to do their 
duties well. Jum'a said.

FIRST OF ALL. I'd like to say that if the 
agreed vacation duration is not three mon- 
th^ and you extended the leave, then they 
have the right to terminate you according 
to article 5^ of the labour law without 
gening benefii.s. 

The law says that if a person does not 
report to duty for seven consecutive days, 
an employer has the right to (Ire him. 

If both parties Imvc agreed to three 
months vacation every two years, then 
when an employee rejoins duty, it will be 
considered as continuous employment 
with the company. In such a case, the 
company must pay the benefits as one 
coniruci at ihcend of service. This has been 
a ruling by a court of law. 

About air ticket, if they huye been pay- 
ing over a period of time, it becomes com- 
mon practice and you can ask them for the 
air ticket, and t hereforean accepted part of

'THERE is no dififerehoe. 

In the first query — I am defining a 
month for beneflis . . . one month’s sala^ 
and the fraction thereof that must be paid 
to an employee. 

The law says half month's wages for the 
Ersi five years of service and one month’s 
salary for the subsequent days. Ifiiis thus 
mentioned in the law, the period can be 
calculated on 30 working days. 

In (A), it was divided on half month 
mil be IS days. But if I calculate on 26 
days, 1 mean 26 working days, half of 
whi<A is 1 3 days, if I add two rest days or 
Fridays, it would be 1 S, which is half a 
month. 

Actually, the interpretation varies to 
derive at the hourly and daily payment 
rales as Fridays are not working days. 

When I mention a month for gratuity, I 
am Fcrerring to the labour law which say& 
"one month" and "half a month". My 
replies are based on the law.

Two months after declaring independence fix>m Moscow, most 
Lithuanians, like the puppets in the show, are quietly determined to be. 
free, despite a three-week-old economic blockade by the Kiemlin 
imposed in retaliation and little support from abroad. 

Anxl^ 

But anxiety is growing, ftidled by the probleins of an inexperienced 
government, a restless minority population, the spectres of riang 
unemployi^t and falling suppli^ and the uncertainty about what 
Moscow will do next. 

“When the blockade was first imposed, people were relieved," said a 
Vilnius journalist Linas Medelis. ^They diou^t, this is Moscow's 
response and we can live with it 

“Now time has passed and they are nervous again, worried that this 
was not Moscow's final word." 

Life in Lithuania goes on much as before, if at a slower pace because 
of petrol shortages, ^th private cars limited to 30 litres (srx-and-a-half 
gaUons) of petrol a month, many people are walking to work and 
canceilhig vraekend trips to Ae country, and buses are crowded. 

Hour, sugar, s^t and cereals are radoneil, hut the amounts allowed 
are generous and the system inflicts no particular hardship, unlike, 
other parts of the Soviet Union where meat and sugar are widely 
rationra. 

A flea market on the outskirts of Vilnius has suddenly boomed with 
the business ofblockade-runners, who ofter everything from petrol and 
bicycles brought in from neighbouring Byelorussia to glassware from 
Poland. 

But if the blockade has caused few difficulties so far, both officials 
and ordinary residents interviewed on the streets of Vi^us and the 
r^ublic's second city Kaunas are worried about the future. 

Threat 

The threat of Soviet military force has not vanished. Troops have 
already been used to occupy key puUic buddings so that Moscow 
prosecutors and communists loy^ to the Kr emlin can work there. 

On Tuesday the deputy commander of ^hiius garrison said he 
thought Lithuania should be ruled directly from Moscow and warned 
the army could be forced to intervene in the republic's political life if 
tensions escalated. 

Last week Deputy Prime Miinister AigirdasBrazauskas, the popular 
former president of the republic, warned that supplies of dll would run 
out by May 20 and petrol by end of the month, said Lithuania 
must compromise with the Kremlin. 

Some Lithuanians are concerned about the inexperienced ^vern- 
ment of President Vytautas Landsbergis and the republic's parliament, 
which with so many pro-independence activists disCTSses issues endles- 
sly before taldng dedsions. 

“I think Lan^ber{ps looks tired. His people do not have much 
experience,'* said Janina Januziute, an economist and resdent of 
Kaunas, which was the capital of Lithuania during its years of indepen- 
dence from 1918to 1940. 

“Granted, the Parliament has been occupied with the blockade. But 
it has not considered an economic programme for the republic," she 
said. 

Members of Lithuania's minority communities — mostly Russians 
and Poles — which comprise 20 per cent of the republic's population, 
say theparliament has done little toassu^ theirconcerns that they will 
lose their jobs or become second-class citizBas in the new Lithuania. 


“I support Lithuanian sovera en ty. but not if it means 1 am constan- 
tly insulted,*' said Alexander Cnui^. one of several Russian lorry 


drivers who blocked traffic for hours recently in a protest against the 
Parliament's independence declaration. 

Uiwmployment 

Unemployment caused by tbe blockade, wfakdi in the first week was 


just 3,000 workers in a population of 3.6 million, was up to 17,000 by 
Monday and is expected to soar when the oil aiul petrol ran out fordna 


Monday and is expected to soar when the oil and petrol ran out, fordng 
more factories to close. 

Many Lithuanians are angry over what they see a sellout of the 
republic by the West. Without at least Western economic assistance, 
they say, they are doomed to remmn under Soviet control. 

“President Bush should be shot," declared Olga Pocius, a resident of 
Kaunas who was jailed for four years in tbe 19S0s for singing Lithuan- 
ian patriotic songs. “Ronald R^gan would have bailed us out." 

How will the Lithuanian dilemma end? In the puppet show, whidi 
was co-authored by Landsbergis* 28-year-old son, a glimpse of the 
future shows Landsbergis, Brazauskas, and the other traders being 
tortured to death in KGB headquarters. 

But an angel takes them all to heavem while the ghost of former 
Soviet leader Leonid Brezhnev rises from the dead to drag Gorbachev 
down to hell. 

Uthuanians are not overly optimistic. But most them bdieve that 
the unrest elsewhere in the Soviet Union, the rejection of communism in 
many parts of the world, and time are all on their side. 

‘'Every small town in Siberia wants to be like us. They don't want 
Moscow telling them what to do," said Tomas Meieris, a Kaunas 
organiser for a new independent workers' uniorL 

He said die union woiud seek suj^rt from workers in ^bexia and 
Azerbaijan, urging them to strike if Moscow did not lift the blockade 
against Lithuania.

GENEVA CUPI): US and Soviet negotiators, wary 
deqiite the relaxed tensions between the two superp- 
owers, have produced far-reaching arms control 
agreements for tbe May 30 summit in Washington, 
sources say. 

Most importantly, top delegates on both sides 
stressed, procedures are set out in the propraed 
agreements for mutual inspection of top-secret ins- 
tallations to vefrify the accords.

The United States would thus eUminate about 
20,000 tons of stocl^led weapons while the Soviet 
Union would ^ve to destroy 45.000 tons — with 
American help because it lacks the required safe 
fadlities. 

Both sides then would cut to nearly zero when 
there is an mtemational convention prohibiting the 
weapons and get rid of the rest when all countries 
possessing or able to produce them have adhered to 
that treaty.

1 . Pakistan has a reason to celebrate? West excessive 
hostility? 

The accord signed with France to purchase 900 
m^w-atts nuclear power plant was on February 21 

l99Q.TheoriginofthtsimerestdatesbacfctoMarch26. 

1976 when France and Pakistan signed an accord 


eoabbng Pakistan to acquire nuclear reprocessing 
plant. The agreement was signed by the eoveniment of 
Pakistan and the Frendi jovemmeat ofGiscard d'Es- 
laing. It was duly confirmed by the Intemational 


Atomic Energy Commissioo. Later on there were 
serious questions on safeguards raised by the super 
powers and France ren t ed on the deal. 

2. 900MW for 1 milEion people? 100 reactors per 100 
million people? 

other questions raised by tbe author are that a 
900MW nudear power plant can only provide dcc- 


tridty to a diy of I millioo. I don’t know what is the 
source of this infonnation but it is completely wrong. 
Pakistan's present power generation cattily is 
roughly 4,^ m^watts. Oo tbe scale of primary 
energy ccnsumpiion per capita, we consume .41 iul- 
owaRsper capita. The government plans to increase its 
present capadty to 8.200M W in the next 7-year plan; 
81.5 per cent of this capadty will be achieved by 
constructing thermal stauoos and designed directly to 
reduce tbe current load-shedding problem at p^ 
demand. 900MW nuclear power plant wilf increase 
PaUstan's pow^ generation capaciiy by 21 .4 per ccoi 
with the expenditure oTSI.4 billion. Once it comes on 
the national grids, the current load-shedding problems 
would be reduced alloverthecountry by 7 percent. If 
we maintain our ener^ consumption at .41KW per 
capita, a 21 per ceni increase in power generation 
capadty would cater for2i million people and not one 
n^ion. 

3. The author's doomsday “catastrophic fall-out in 
Punjab?" 

This statement can only be a result of lack of undcr^ 
standing of complex nuclear soraario. Nudear reic- 
tors areas afe as humanly pos.sibte. The probability of 
the mMt serious acddenl occurring in a nuclear power 
plant is less than one per one million years of reactor 
operations. Such an aeddent would lead to 3,400 
deaths and 4.300 injuries. According to experts, the 
probability of suchanaccideni occurring is very low. It 
needs total of 21 failures in a sequence before safety 
procedures of a modem nudear reactor can be com- 
promised. 

4. Hundreds of unreported nuclear accidents in the 
West? 

There have never been hundreds of unreported 
aeddenu, as contended by the author. Since 1957. 
twelve major acddenls but contained (with the excep- 


tion of Chernobyl) are on record. The four most 


notable are Kyshtym in USSR in I9S7. Wrndscale in 
UK in 1957. 3-Mile Island in USA in 1959 and Cher- 


nobyl in USSR in 1 986. The chances of accidents are 
there but the emphasis now is on ways in which tiieir 
consequences can be mitigated. 

S. China Syndrome? Solar energy? Can Pakistan 
wail? 

In the two major accidents at Chernobyl and 3-Mile 
Island, the total number ofeasuaities were 32 witUn a 
week (in ease of Chernobyl ) and rise in the death rate of 
old people in 3-Mile.- But these two accidents ^ve 
resuiied into reassessment of safety standards and 
retrofitting of safety devices to many stations. To 
dramatise advanced technology with tenns like ‘China 
Syndrome.' nickname for an uncomroiled melt diwn 
in a nuclear reactor is over simplification of a nuclrar 
problem. 

Pakistan cannot wait any longer. At .4IKW per 


capita consumption, we are at the bottom against 
comparison with high income and industrial countries 


where consumption stands at 7.0IKW per capita: if 
Pakistan has to maintain its present stan dar d or living 
(mere survival for millions), we have logo and increase 
power generation. ‘Atom for Peace' is the only wav for 
Pakistan to meet the challenges of the ushering cen- 
tury.

i Thousands march for democracy 


ALGIERS. May 13, (Reuter): Tens ofthousands of 
.. Algerians who joined a pro-democracy march in the 
capital last Thursday showed the limits of Muslim 
fuizdamentalism in Algeria but they have yet to 
co’alesce into an effective political force. 

A loose coalition of moderate and leftist parlies 
organised the nation-wide march, mobilising large 
numbers of Algerians from all walks of life. 

Political analysts said the impressive showing 
could foreshadow the emergence of what Algeria's 
fled^g muiti-pany democracy now racks -a 
credible liberal successor to the widely discredited 
filling party, the National Liberation From. 

A month ahead of the first free elections, the 
n,arch showed that vast numbers of Algerians do 
not accept the Islamic Salvation Front ( FIS) as the 
only alternative to the FLN after 27 years of one-

Intellectuals and activists say the uprising has 
gained new momentum in the last month, with 
almost daily widespread clashes as Palestinians try 
to seize the initiative again and vent their frustration 
at the fading prospect for peace talks. 

In its latest regular leafleL the PLO-backed 
unified leadership'of the uprising had called for 
‘'more painful strikes against the enemy's army and 
settlers with stones and firebombs" to confront a 
right-wing government. 

“Unfortunately we are going to face more loss of 
life and other losses in the near future." said Nus- 
seibeh who believes that he and other occupied east 
Jerusalem activists could be expelled after the new 
government is formed. 

Israeli soldiers and civilians have killed at least 
648 Palestinians and wounded tens of thousands 
since the outbreak of the uprising in [)ecember 1 987.

THE world economy and financul 
niarkos took a rosy riew of events 
towards the end of 1989 and the 


begiamnEori990. But bow there is a 
sense of nervousness about the 


sense of nervousness about the 
upheavals in Eastern Europe stem* 
ming from the possibility that things 
might get out of contnd. It romaim 
true, however, ibai the currant 
lukderly^ economic trends in raapw 
industna! countries are vigorous; 
this is Sttfasiantiated by the following 
facts: 

Economic growth is running at a 
brisk 3 percent in real terms. Capital ' 
Spending is extremriy strong. Jnfla* 
uonhuinmostcasesstabili^, with 
the notable exception of the UK, 
Fubhe ddicus have narrowed, with 
the notable exeption of Italy. 


Average unemployment has drop- 
ped back to Uie sane level as in 198^ 
according to Kuwait International 
Invesimcnt Company's latest survey 
on world econofliy. 

it must be stressed, however, that 
these general characieristics do not 
aj^ly uniformly acrosscouDtriesand 
sectors within the some counfry. Jl is 
quite obvious that current develop* 
ineots and the outlook are more 
favourable in continental Europe 
than in the US or the UK. 

The UK economy is not in a good 
shape at all as inflation and the exter- 
nal gap remain as major problems. 
The problem ofinflaiion is escalating 
as the rate moves towards 8 per cent 
reflecting hi^r mon^ige rales, ris- 
ing utility price and wage pressure. 


The political scene is not favouraUe 
at alf as conservatives are l^ng their 
edge with at least two faaors con- 
tributing to the decline of their 
popularity: the introduction of poQ 
tax on April i, and the fact that the 
new Chancellor of the Exchequer 
presented a budget on March 20 that 


eoBiaioed nothing to save or nsion 
the credibility of the Thatcher gover- 
nment. High interest rates, arid par- 
ticularly mortgage rates, are 
politically unpopular, but it seems 
that nothiogcan be done right now to 
reduce them. This b because of both 
domestic devdopmems (particularly 
inflation) and iniernational trends. 

It also seems that the UK auth- 
orities are more willing to lei sierling 
slide to boost exports whi^ could 


consequently lead to a shrinkage of 
the external deficit and avoidance of 
recession. However.itis believed that 
weaker sterling on its own cannot 
achieve these objectives; rather it 
would ranforce inflation.

“In our opinion, the real price of oil should be farhigher 


than what il is today," Rafsanjani said. 

Opec members complain that the group's target price of 
at least SIS a barrel hu lost at least 20 percent ofits real 
value since I9S6 because ofinflaiion and the depreciatioa 
of the US dollar, its only pricing unit. 


But countries like Kuwait and the United Arab 
Emirates — key Gulf Arab producers — favour the 
present level remaining unchanged in nominal terms until 
at least 1991 to encourage demand.

“The most significant 
agreements were reach^ in com- 
mercial, industrial, ener^ and 
cultural fields with emphasis on 
exchange of technical informa- 
tion,*' he told Ima without giving 
details. 

Hesaid Pakistan was willing to 
build oil and natural gas 
pipelines and cover part of its 
energy needs throu^ imports 
from Iran. 

*Tfae two countries may seek 
assistance from a third party for 
implementing such projects," 
Nourbakhsh said. 

'^Pakistan may also assist Iran 
in estabh'shment of sugar and 
cement factories, plans for which 
have been presented to Iran and 
will be assessed soon," the mini- 
ster said. 

Pakistani Prime Minister Ben- 
azir Bhutto will pay a one-day 
visit to Iran on Tu^ay. Bhut- 
to's visii is part of a tour of 
Islamic countries to drum up 
support for Pakistan in its dis- 
pute with India over Kashmir.

MOSCOW, May 13, (AP): Premier 
Nikolai Ryzhkov went on Soviet telev- 
ision Saturday night and said planners 
would seek to hold back high prices and 
unemployment as the country moves 
towara a market economy. 

The government will do all it can. 
including indexing wages to prices, to 
blunt economic reforms, Ryzhkov said 
in an interview. 


He str^sed that price reforms would 
never enacted without discussing 
them First with the Soviet people. 


“For these radical measures, one 
would introduce them only with the 
people's agreement," he said, adding 
that was the only way to avoid a 
political and social crius. 

Ryzhkov said be favoured a planned 
market economy, saying neither 
radical nor conservative approaches 
are appropriate. 

Soviet leaders have been wrestling 
wtb how to introduce radical reforms 
scheduled to go in effect this summer, 
without triggering public opposition 


and social upheaval. 

In recent weeks, oflicials have sought 
to emphasise that a Polish-style “shock 
therapy" approadi to reforms, includ- 
ing a sudden freezing of prices, devalua- 
tion of the currency and rapid unem- 
ployment, was not planned. 

Ryzhkov's appearance on television 
appeared to underscore that message. 

The economic plan is b^g drafted 
by the presidential council — Resident 
Mikhail Gorbachev's advisory body — 
and Ryzhkov said it would be publi- 


shed and debated in the Supreme Soviet 
le^slature after May 20. 

Ryzhkov said radical changes would 
never be intx^uced without a special 
“mechanism" that would protect peo- 
ple ftom inflation. 

He said the government is working 
on such a mechanism for introdudng 
an indmdng system, so that when prices 
go up after three months, salaries also 
will rise. He did not elaborate. 

“We ^ould create such a system of 
prices that on one side will enable us to 


hold down certain prices in the sphere 
of production as well as on (he con- 
sumer market — and to be safe flom 
spiraling inflatioo — and on the other 
side to give an opportuni^ to develop 
the free prices which will move the 
economy ahead," Ryzhkov said. 

Gorb^hev adviser Alexander Yak- 
ovlev has said prices must rise 
suflldenily to atsorb an estimated 500 
billion roubles (S82S billion at >tbe 
ofTicial exchange rate), saved by 
dtizens with few consumer goods to 


bu^ 

Thegovenimeot disagrees vntfa those 
who b^eve unemi^oyment will serve 
economic development, R>^dikovsaid. 
Heemphasised tbat.the Soviet constitu- 
tion gimraotees the right to work and 
that this right should be fulfined.

Wholesale inflation eases 


NEW YORK, May 13. (UPi): This 
week couki very weU go down as the 
one that set the economic tone for 
1990 — the dollar in decline, the 
economy in a much more pronoun- 
ced slowing trend and interest rates 
pointing lower. 

A btarish trend was con/irmed by 
economic Egures issued at week's 
end by the government, showing that 
wholesale inflation ea^ markedly 
while retail sales were down. Econ- 
omists said that information cleared 
the way for the Federal Reserve to 
move interest rates down in the weeks 
ahead. 

Thar was ^uite a change from 
economic sentiment just over a week 
before, when nnancial markets 
feared the Fed was thinking about 
hiking short-term rates by listening 
reserves in the banking system to 
offset inflation. But inflation appears 
to have waned, and growth cotdd be 
weak this year. 

Following the previous week's 
news of higher unemployment, the 
Commerce Department said retail 
sales fell 0.6 per cent in April after 
easingO.2 percent in Maidi, indicat- 
ing a slower economy. Wholesale 
prices for finished goods dropped 0.3 


per cent in April after faUing 0.2 per 
cent in March. 

The news was very bearish for the 
dollar, it plungied against the West 
German mark and the Swiss franc in 
pi^cular as big global investors 
shifted funds to markets with firmer 
interest rate outlooks. Some analysts 
though t theunit might even plummet 
to the all-time lows of 1 997-88. 

Fed chairman Alan Greenspan 
gave indications that his Central 
Bank is worried about a credit 
^ueeze slowing down critical sectors 
like construction and real estate, 
alrmdy hard hit in the northeast and 
southwest. 

He and other regulators met in 
Washington with banking leaders 
and ui^ them not to close the lend- 
ing spigot just because US oflidals 
have dghteoed supervisioo on real 
estate loan portfolios. National con- 
cern bad been mounting about a 
“ci^t crunch" denying loans to 
solid businesses. 

It was a good week for the 
treasury, though, as it carried off a 
S30.5 billion quarterly refunding 
operation. Most important was an 
auction of SIO billion in 30-year 
bonds, whose yield under the ham- 


mer would suggest where home mor- 
tgage rates might be headed. 

The 30-year long bonds were sold 
at an average yield of 8.84 percent, 
which was as high an at-auenon yield 
as bad been seen in about a year — 
but was off receut market high yields 
which were topping 9 per cent. For 
the short term, at least, the implica- 
tion was that interest rates have 
peaked out. 

A well-Teccived treasury refund- 
ing. some good news about inflation 
arid a weak economic report com- 
bined to send the stock m^et soar- 
ing Friday and the Dow industrials 
up more than 90 points on the week. 

The Dow Jones industrial average 
surged 63.07 Friday to close at 
2801.58 for a weekly gaih of 91.22 
points — about 3.3 percent The gain 
was the Dow’s second-best weekly 
showing this year, surpassed only w 
the 96.17-point gain in the week 
ended March 2. 

Among the broader market 
averages, the New York Stock 
Exchuge composite index rose 6.86 
points to dose the week at 192.24. 
Standard and Poor’s SOO-stock index 
surged 13.61 to 352.00. 


Advances easily outpaced decUnes 
1,336-598 among the 2,182 issues 
traded tlus week. Big Bosird volume 
totalled 821,762,784 shares, com- 
pared with 699,525,060aweck earlier 
and 804.3 70.SM a year ago. 

The first stage of the treasury's 
quarterly refunding, Tuesday’s auc- 
tion ofSlO.5 billion in 3-year notes, 
found strong interest among inves- 
tors. The average yidd on the new 3- 
ycar note was 8.74 per cent, which 
analysts called in line with eiqiectB- 
tions. 

. . The. news meant that dqnand for 
the notes was ^iparntly heakhy and 
char interest rates did not have to bit 
unexpectedly high levels to attract 
investors — an encomagmg develop- 
ment for the stodc tnaikk. 

On the second day, SIO billion in 
1 0-year notes were sold at an average 
yield of 8.88 per cent, also within 
expectations. 

The refunding concluded Thurs- 
day with the auction of SIO bUlion in 
30-year bonds a* an average yield of 
8.84 per cent, a lower rate than expec- 
ts. 

AH tokk analysts said the refund- 
ing went more smoothly than expec- 
ted.

Soaring real estate prices grip Japan 


LXJNDON, May 13. (AP): Britain's 
annual inflatioa rate, pushed higher 
by new taxes, moved up to an eight- 
year high of9.4 per cent in April the 
govenunent said Friday. 

But the rale wasn't as bad as tbe9.7 
per cent rate the fioaodal markets 
bad expected, and the fKtuad and 
stock prices jumped on the late-mor- 
niiUDews. 

fating iaflatioii is Prime Mini- 
ster Margaret Thatcher's No. ICCQD- 
ODiic priority and her Conservative 
govenunent has increased interest 
rates to 1 5 per cent to try to slow 
down demand. 

A new per-capita tax. increases in 
excise duties and higher utility char- 
ges combined to push the inflation 
rate to its highest level since May 
1982 when it stood at 9.5 percent, the 
Central Statistical Office said. 

In March, the rate stood at 8. 1 per 
ceoL 

The oflice said its retail pri'.x index 
rose 3 per cent in April frotr March. 
The monthly rise was the largest since 
April 1 980 when the index gained 3.4 
percent. 

The index, which uses a January 
1987 base of 100, stood at 125.1 in 
April. 121.4 in March, and 114.3 in 
April 1989, 

“Everyone was sure it was going to 
double figures," said a trader at a 
major British bank, speaking anon- 
ymously. “Now people are going to 
say, 'that’s not too bad'." 

Economists are predicting that 
inflation will peak at above 10 per 
cent sometime later this year. 

The Bank of England on Thursday 
forecast inflation at about lOpercent 
for the near-term, with a peak in the 
third quarter. 


The problem is that current indeb- 
tedness of economic scents is too 
hi^ to let growth cake off again. 

Thereisapolkydileaima.Acoua- 
try with a baianoe of payments deficit 
tends to lose its freedom (or some of 
ft) to mo independent exchange and 
interest rate policies. The US auth- 
orities may fed that with the stabil- 
isation of mflation there is a need to 
reduce interest rates to boost growth. 

Such an acuon. bovnsver, cannot 
be taken independently of economic 
conditiens ebewbere since it has 
ramincatioDs for the flnancing of the 
external defleit. Now that Japanese 
capital is more willing to stay at home 
and earn domestic rates and German 
capital is geared to travd East, the 
US deficft cannot be fioanoed unless 
the US rales offer substantial 
premiums over Japanese and Ger- 
man rates. 

It seems that the US has learnt this 
ksson the hard way. Coosiderii^ 
these factors, the most optimistic 
scenario for the US will set the pace of 
growth well below Uiat in other 
industrial countries. 

An increasingly bearish sentiment 
pervaded the major intemational fin- 
ancial markets during the first quar- 
ter of this year, primarily driven by 
deteriorationg world-wide inflation- 
ary expectations, political and econ- 
omic events unfolding in Eunm 
especially the astonislimg push lor 
Gennan unification as wdl as the 
widely fluctuating forex markets.

RIO DE JANEIRO. May 13, (Reuter^ The ingenuity of Braziltaa 
businessmen has pump^ billions of dollars back into an already over- 
heated economy despite a Drai»iuan govemntent freeze on ftnaiKial 
assets. 

Faced by an annual inflation rate of nearly 5,000 per cent, newly- 
elected Pr^ideni Fernando (^Uor de Mello on March 16 froze most of 
the money in private bank accounts for an average of two years. 

Themoveon Conor's second day in ofllcestunned Brazil. EcoiMinists 
described it as one of the most severe economic refonns in world history. 

Central Bank President Ibrahim Eris said the equivalent of SS5 billU^ 
or more than two-thirds of the money in bank accounts, bad been frozen.

There are 
several precautions you can take to minimise your risk of 
getting acqoiied immune deliciency syndromef Aidsi and 
OTfmsekually transmitted diseases.

CAIRO (WNL): A motorbike, lots und 
lots of maps, a Swiss army knife. That’sall 
it takes to ||0 around the world - if your 
name is Emilio Scotio, that is. And it’s not 
just any old trip around the world. This 35- 
year-old adventurer from Argratina is 
making an art ofit. His aim? To visit every 
single one of the planet's 1 72 nations. 

“Mommy, 1 want to travel around the 
world," the young boy used to say to his 
mother. Today Srotto is close to making 
his dream come true. On the way he stop- 
ped in Egypt, the lOlst country on his li^ 

“Fm not the first nor the last to go 
around the worid," he said in an interview 
in Cairo, displaying with pride some of the 

70.000 .dides he has taken during his 
travels, and noting that he has ear^ a 
mention in the Gumess Book of Records. 

As a faithful and loyal travdUng Com- 
pton, the tall and energetic Scotto has 
his “Black Princess" — a 1 100 cc Honda 
Gold Wing motorc^le that carried 
him over 300,000 kilometres (more than 

186.000 miles), burning up in the process 
41 tires, 22,000 liters (about 5.900 ^lions) 
of gas and 750 liters^about 800 quarts) of 
oil. Scotto is ^nsored several com- 
pames and is financing his trip by selling 
articles he writes along the way and by 
pving lectures on the countries he has 
visits. 

On the highways of Dubai, in the 
Arabian Gulf desert. Scotto and his Prin- 
cess hit record speeds of240 km ( 150 miles) 
per hour, but they probably set a record 
slow when travelling through Guinea on 
his way from Guinea! Bissau iuod Sierra 
Leone on the coast of West Africa. There, 
slogging his way through marshlands, 
Scotto covered omy 1 5 km (9 miles) a day 
although be was on the road from 7 am to 7 
pm. 

When crossly a country is imposaUe, 
because of political probl^s lilm closed 
borders, Scotio and the Princess have to 
fly, which creates problems when the bike 
does not fit into the hold of an aircraft and 
has to be taken apart, Scotto recalls one 
occasion when his bike has to be disman- 
tled for a flight between the Sudanese 
capitaL Khartoum, and Addis Ababa, in 
Ethiopia. Far from being angry at the 
delay this caused, passengers got off the 
plane and encouraged the traveller with 
laughter and applause. Says Scotto. 
“What 1 find fascinating about travelling, 
is meeting with so many different people 
This malbK my trip far more than a lesson 
in geography, it is a lesson in humanity." 

Scotto realizes that the five years he has 
been on the road have changed his outlook 
onlife. “1 used to believe that being white, I 
belonged to a superior race, and &ese five 
years have given me a more realistic vosion 
of the worid. 1 have had contacts with 
people of all races, and 1 have realized that 
mthough people may be diflerent in terms 
of mentality and customs, human values 
hold true everywhere. 1 have met with 
enormous generosity and friendliness." he 
not^ 

“1 found Frendh-speaking Africans 
much more friendly than Frenchmen in 
France," he added. And contrary to what 
he had been told, he found Gennans open- 
minded and friendly. In the'eourse of his 
journeys, Scotto has lived through count- 
less adventures. Among his most vivid 
memories is a trip down the Amazon river 
on a rickety old boat from the port of 
Belem in northern Brazil to Manaus, in the

heart of the Amazonian jungle — a dis- 
tance of some i,700 km n,0M miles).

“1 
told them it must have been beginner’s 
luck, apologized and offered to give them 
back thttr money. They wouldn't hear of 
it," Scotto said. Much to his surprise, the 
men put away their weapons and went 
quietly to bed. "Itwrasonly much later that 
1 understood that the game had been an 
indirect way for these lough guys lo help 
me with my travels." 

Scotio firmly believes that if people 
knew each other better, there would be 
fewer conflicts. "Everywhere 1 have been, 
people are tired of war and nobody 
believes war is a wajr of solving political 
problems." says the biker. To do his bit, he 
is using his trip lo spread the message of 
peace he has heard so often along the way. 

“This is also a journey for the cause of 
peace,” he explained, adding that he has 
written to all the heads of state who 
received him, from former US President 
Ronald Reagan to Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev, to Libya's Colonel Kaddafi, 
and even the Pope. “This is a letter of peace 
that expresses not only my opinion, but 
that of the many people 1 have met during 
my five years of uaveL" 

During his ody^ey Scotto has also 
noticed reality is often very difTerent 
from the way situations are presented in 
the news media. “Take Colombia, for 
example. It is pictured as acountiy riddled 
with (bugs, a country that is doomed along 
with its people. The drug problem cer- 
tainly exists, but it is far from affecting the 
whole country, and the Colombians are 
some of the most chaiming people in the 
worid," Scotto said. 

“Another example: when you say 
'Arabs’ in the West, people often react in a 
negative way. In reality, the Arab people 1 
have visited, be itin North Africa, Kuwait, 
the United Arab Emirates, Iraq, Jordan, 
Syria or Lebanon, have been extremely 
generous, honest, disciplined and polite. 
The Arabs are the people who have made 
me feel most welcome and are those 1 
remember the most fondly." The traveller 
also deplores the media’s silence concem- 
ingevents in Africa. “Forsomemysterious 
reason, the media does not speak of some 
of the horrors that go on under some of the 
dictatorships in Amca," Scotto said, “and 
rare are the voices that spe^ out to den- 
ounce the injustices committ^ there." 

Scotto still has a lot to see. He is looking 
forward lo discovering Asia, which may 
take another three or four years. After 
that, be plans to travel across the Antarctic 
on his motorbike. Meanwhile, bis first 
book is about to come out in four or five 
languages under the title, “The Great 
Journey of the Princess and the Knight." 
Other plans include finding sponsors for 
the annual rally from France, to 

Dakar, Senegal, or the “Pharaohs' Rally" 
through EgypL 

“1 nave another wish," concludes 
Scotto: “To travel in space to the moon. I 
know it sounds crazy, but who would have 
known when I was 12 years old and wanted 
to travel around the worid, that even the 
craziest plans can come true?"

A strict 
grievance procedure has to be followed 
excluding direct communication with sen- 
ior officials. 

Molokoane, a father of three, said that 
by tolerating this system, teachers had 
bren losing imibiliiy with their pupils. 

“We became a discredited lot, seen by 
students as custodians and promoters of 
inferior education.” 

Molokoane said there are so few text- 
books teachers have to spend precious 
lime writing notes on the blackboard. 

“For geography, because there were no 
globes, I had to use a soccer ball," he said. 

Black teachers want a living wage, a cut 
in class sizes and leaching Toads, more 
textbooks and equipment. 

The strikers demanded a minimum 
wage of 1 ,2(X) rand (S500) a month plus a 
^ rand (5220) rise across the board, 
which would Mng them nearly into line 
with white teachers. 

A first-year black teacher with a univei^ 
siiy degree and teaching diploma earns 
1,500 rand (5650). 

“We could no longer contend with 
. unsolved grievances such as poor salaries. 


bureaucratic difficulties in arranging 
payments for housing bonds, study teaw, 
trailers and conflict between teacheTs 
and authorities which were building up," 
Molokoane said. 

Most schools are equipped only with 
desks and blackboards. Therq are no 
science laboratories or libraries. 

Molokoane. who lives in an unfurnished 
four-roomed bungalow, says he has never 
taught less than 70 pupils a class. 

“No matter how much one tries, one will 
never get a 100 percent pass rate," he said. 

About 21 billion rand (59 billion) is 
needed to attain parity between white and 
black education, the^ucation policy unit 
of the University of the Wiiwatersrand 
estimales. 

The government says it is committed to 
eventual equality but that such sums are 
not available. It has been reluctant to take 
resources away from white schools to give 
to black ones. 

Educationalists say that a growing 
black school population means ihi.s 
demoralising situation is going to gel 
worse. 


D.AMASCUS, ( Reuter): Trapped in the stillness of 
a narrow cobbled street off Damascus's Souq Mid- 
hai Pasha, the spice-laden air dulls sense of time. 

In the old camel yard, merchants negotiate prices 
for precious powders, fresh scented leaf, delicate 
Minis, pulses, roots and plants brought from the 
Syrian countryside. China, India. Sn Lanka and 
Singapore. 

For 750 years, traders have come to the cool 
courtyard in Damascus to sit and barter in leisurely 
fashion. 

The "Khan .A1 Tuiun." caravanserai became a 
centre for the trade in tobacco, brought through 
savage desert heat some 1,200 km (750 miles) from 
the Iraqi border. 

"A caravan of about 15 laden camels would arrive 
here weighed down with tobacco. It was ofT-loaded 
into these stores and the owners stayed in the rooms 
upstairs." said Bashaar Rankosi. the 32-yeiir-old 
owner, pointing to small barred windows overlook- 
ing the yard. 

''After the owners left with their camels next day 
to find loads to take bock to the cities and villages, 
more merchants came to buy tobacco... the leaf was 
auctioned in the yard," he said. 

For the past 1 20 years, the Rankosi family has run 
Lhe yard's mill where spices - now brought by 
aircraft, lorry and small truck - - are crushed, 
refined and sold to big wholesalers and small 


individual buyers. 

The brilliant whites, greens, mustards and blacks 
reflect a wealth of scents spides — broken 
wheal, for use in tradiiional milk dishes and as a 
bleach, coriander, diervil, carnation, cumin, 
anis^ black caraway, camomile, dried flowers 
and whiskers of corn. 

Cascading down the old stone wall, hang strings 
of “ladies' fmge^" the dried green vegetable okra, 
used in winter, like dried tomatoes and eggs plant, 
when fresh crops are unavailable. 

Pans of the graceful Gothic-style arches, rising 1 0 
metres (30 feet) to three open- topped domes over the 
counyard, were restored by the Tourism Ministry 
three years ago. 

“They paid 75 per cent of the cost and we paid the 
rest, and they provided expenise in restoring the 
ancient atmosphere," Rankosi said. 

The result shows little rign of modem workman- 
ship and changes wrought over previous years are 
unobtrusive. Electricity has replaced nvater to 
provide power for the milling machinery hidden in 
dvk rooms off the yard. 

Rankosi's 82-year-oId father, who worked the 
mill for 65 years, still acts as occasional consultant. 

“1 have been coming here since I was five, playing 
and helping where 1 could. 1 never did much at 
school, this was always what I wanted." Rankosi 
said.

Herdsmen of Mongolia 
wait for winds of change

TSETSERLEG. Mongolia. ( Reuter): The winds of 
change may be sweeping ihe halls of power in 
Mongolia's'capiial Ulan Bator, but so far they are 
only breezes on the wide plains of Arkhangai. 


Lying in the middle of v’ast and semi-isolatcd 
Mongolia, the province of Arkhangai is the cen t re of 


its vital horse-breeding industry. Its wide open 
spaces are also home to countless sheep, yaks and 
camels. 

One hour’s plane ride from Ubn Bator, Arkhan- 


ofhis five children live in a "ger” — a round felt tent 
better known outside Mongolia by its Russian name 
"yurf*. 

The family's cosy home on rolling hills doited by 
his herds is next to the pen where they keep the early 
spring’s batch of more than 200 Iambs. 

Sagov’s three-year-old grandson was chasing the 
animals in the pen while the adults were dining in the 
ger, picking up by hand joints of boiled beeffrom a 
common pul and cutting off pieces with hunting 
knives. 


gai’s capital Tsetserl^ has not been entirely cut off 
from Mongolia’s political reforms, but the effect so 


farhas been less momentous. 

There have been three pro-democracy demon- 
strations here since Janu^. "It's right to have 
reform, but it should come faster,” said a provindai 
oflidal.

GENEV^ (Reuter): Twelve years ago the 
Organisation (WHO) 


Worid Health Organisation (WHO) set 
itself the goal of h»tb for all by the year 
2000. 

With just 10 years left, the ambitious 
target is imlikely to be met, judging by 
horrifying statistics on health conditions 
in the lUrd Worid issued in recent days by 
the UN agency. 

Nevertheless the Genega-based body is 
trying a new approach that it hopes will 
succeed in at least improving the lot of the 
developing worid. 

' The figures speak for themselves. In the 
world 's least developed countries only one 
child in seven can hope for basic nnmun- 
isation, one in right dies before its first 


action based on what they see as their 
priorities,” Jancloes said. 

bi the short term, programmes would 
consist of spring up the control of dis- 
eases such as meningitis, malaria and 
tuberculosis and boosting supplies of 
equipment and essential drugs, Jancloes 
said. 

In the term, the WHO. with

technical expertise to put them on track,” 
headtM.

Ecuador, Ghana, Malawi, Nepal and 
Sudan and will later be expanded to five 
others. 

Jancloes said African leaders were 
awakening to the fact that a majorpropor- 
tion of health aid supplied in the past had 
been misused and that mistakes hud to be 
corrected.

Early diagnosis vital in glaucoma

WHO officials have citril a host of 
* reasons for this sorry sitnation, inciuding 
rivalries between donon, duplication of 
effort, resources spend on advanced tech- 
nologies benefitting only small minorities 
and Isck of permanent access to health 
care in remote areas. 

Few have offered solutions. Yet they 
exist, Jancoles told reporters on Wednes- 
day during a break in the two-week Gen- 
eva meeting attended by health ministcR 
from all parts of the world. 

He said that for the paM 18 months his 
department bad been Quietly working to 
improve health conditions in 14 of the 
world’s poorest nations, most of them in 
Africa.

BOSTON, (UPI): The recent discoveiy 
that President Bush has glaucoma is prom- 
pting renewed attention for an eye condi- 
tion that affects about one percent of those 
over the age of 40. 

In the case of the dS-year-old President, 
the glaucoma of bis left ^e wasdiscovered 
at a v^' early stage, before it could affect 
his vision. Doctors said he could get along 
without any treatment for now, but that 
they would monitor him for any changes 
that mi^i require medication. 

When the slowly-developed form of 
glaucoma that Bash has is diagnosed early 
on, it can be treated before it damages a 
person's eyesight, said Dr Bernard Sch- 
wartz, chairman of the Ophthalmology 
Department at the New England Medical 
(>ntre in Boston. 

But because the disorder can develop 
without causing symptoms, it can go 
undiagnosed and unireaied for years, until 
those affected start to lose their vision, said 
Schwartz, whose specialty is glaucoma. 

At that stage, he said ueaimeni can stop 
the progress of the disease, but it cannot 
restore the lost vision. 

It is the ability of glaucoma to do its 
damage silently and irreversibly that 
it vitol for prople over 40 to receive 
periodic eye examinations, especially if 
family history or other factors put them at 
a particular risk for the disease, Schwartz 
noted. 

“Everybody should get a baseline eye 
examination at abont age 40," he said, and 
subs^uentiy eye checkups every thrM to 
five years, even if they have no vision 
problems and no obvious signs of 


During routine eye examinations, Sch- 
wartz said doctors dilate the pupils of the 


eyes and look inside at the optic nerve at 
the back of the eyeballs for any signs of 
damage. 

Glaucoma is marked by a build-up of 
pressure within the eye. caused by the 
mabiltty of fluid knoun as aqueous humor 
to drain from the eye at the same rate it is 
secreted. 


The result is an increase in what is called 
intraocular pressure, which if unchecked, 
can make the optic nerve atrophy, result- 
ing in vision loss or blindness. 

In addition to visually checking the con- 
dition of the optic nerve, Schwartz said 
doctors typically apply an instrument 
c^led a tonometer to the anesihesized cor- 
nea of the eye to detennine whether the 
in traocular pressure is higher than normal. 

When the optic nerve is healthy, it 
appears pink in colour and has a sli^tly 


cup^ shape, he said. But when the nerve 
hasWndanu 


i damaged by abnormal pressure, 
it becomes more cupped, “looking more 
like a tea cup than a saucer and it is paler 
than usual,’' Schwartz said. 

Damage to the nerve can result in a 
progressive loss of vision, starting with 
peripheral vision. Victims ultimately can 
wind up with tunnel vision, in which they 
have only a small range of sight without 
any side vision, or they can lose their sight 
altogether, hesaid. 

Schwartz said drops that inhibit the 
formation of fluid in the eye can halt the 
progress of most glaucoma before it 
damages the optic nerve and without caus- 
ing any adverse side effects. 

Bush has ’’chronic open-angle” 


glaucoma, liic rou&t common form of the 
disorder, in which the canal that drains 
fluid from ihe eye into the blood stream is 
partially block^, but the obsi^tion is 
not obvious and pressure builds very 
gradually. 

Although advancing age makes people 
more prone to developing this type of 
glaucoma, risk factors also include near- 
sight^ness, high blood pressure, and a 
family history of the disease. It is some- 
what more common in blacks than in other 
racial groups. Schwartz said. 

Less common is "acute angle-closure” 
glaucoma, in which there is a clear obstruc- 
tion of the eye's drainage passage and a 
rapid buUd-up in pressure that can result in 
episodes of inrobbing pain in the head an 
ey'es, partial loss of vision, the appearance 
of h^os around lights and nausea. 

Shwartz said drugs sometimes are inef- 
fective in treating this type of glaucoma, 
making it necessary to perform surgery — 
often with lasers — to open a small hole in 
the iris of the eye, from which fluid can 
drain. 

Even less prevalent is a congenital form 
of glaucoma affecting infants, in which 
their eyes appear enlarged. 

“Van Gogh painty a picture of a child 
whose big eyes make it obvious that he was 
sulfering from congenital glaucoma, alih- 
ou^ no one knew what it was at the time,” 
said Schwartz, adding that surgery is the 
best treatment for this condition. 

In developing countries, where doctors 
and drugs are in short supply, Schwartz 
said glaucoma is a “sigiuficant problem” 
and a frequent cause of blindness." 

“Unfortunately, ourvision is something 
we tend to take for granted, until we lose 
it,” hesaid.

COLUMBUS, Ohio, May 13, (Reuter): World record holder 
Harry ‘Butch* Reynolds and his younger brother. Jeff, turned 
in sparkling performance in separate events in the Jesse Owens 
athletics yesterday. 

Butch Reynolds, the world record holder in the 400 metres, 
ran the 200 in the Ohio State University-sponsored event and 
won easily in 20.60 seconds. The former Ohio state star and 
Olympian outraced American Gary Chandler to win the event 

Younger brother Jeff R^olds kept it in the family bv 
appearinginButch'ssp^Ii^event — the400metres Hewoii 
in a three-way thriller in 45.76 seconds, narrowly ahead of 
Americans Lany Gardner arid Clarence Daniel. 

"I don’t think it's ever been done before — one brother 
winning a 400 and the other brother a 200 in the same meeu" 
Jeff Reynolds said. 

To keep from competing in the same event with his brother 
Butch decided to byp^ his speciality and run in the 20o' 
admitting that "running in the 200 is always a challenee 
because it's a shorter distance and a lot of techniaue i« 
invoived." ^ 

Butch, who starred at Ohio state his sophomore and junior 
.years before passing up his senior season to train for the Seoul 
Olympics, was still off his pcraonal best in the 200 and also 
fafled to better the meei record of 20.42 secondsset two years 
ago by Albert Robinson ofthe Indiana Track Club ^

despite the appearances of several Olympians and American 
record holders.

Patrese passed Berger on the

It was his first victory since 
South Africa 1983. 

Berger had led from the* 18th 
lap, when he took over from 
Patrese's teammate, l^lgian 
Thierry Boutsen. who pilled with 
a mechanical problem. 

Pole sitter Ayrton Senna of 
Brazil went olT on the fourth lap 


when a broken rear wheel rhn 
resulted in a flat tire. 

Nannini had to hold off a 
strong challenge from world 
champion Alain Prost of France 
in the closing laps. 

In doing so, he set the fastest 
lap time on the penultimate lap, 
clocking one minute 27.156 
seconds, an average speed of 
1 26.988 mph (208. 1 78 kph ). 

Prost finished fourth to earn 
three world championship 
points.

Seles routs Navratilova 


ROME, May 13, (Reuter): Yugwiavian 16-year-old Mon- 
ica Seles crushed top seed Martina Navratilova 6-1 6-1 to 
win the Italian 0pm women's tennis championship in 
spectacular style today. 

Third-seeded Seles never allowed the American — more 
than twice her age — to settle down and she donunated die 
court with her fast and accurate two-handed game. 

For Navratilova it was her third fmal in five appearan- 
ces at a tournament she has never managed to win. For 
Seles it was a remarkable debut at the clay court event. 

Seles, winning her fourth tournament final in succes- 
sion, extended her current unbeaten run to 20 matches and 
now looks the biggest threat to world number one'Ste/ri 
Graf of West Germany, an absentee here, for the French 
Open title later this month. 

The fragtle-looking Yugoslav dropped only 14gamesin 
five matches as she powei^ her way to victory here. 

Navratilova had won her three previous dashes with 
Seles on a carpet surface ^ the last time in Washington in 
February by 6-3 6-0.

May 13, (AP): While 
soccersiandoutssucb as Holland's 
Ruud Gullit and Marco van Bas- 
ten and Uruguay's Ruben 
await their debuts in the World 
Cup finals, there are some players 
who have seen it aJl before. 

Take England's 40-year-old 
goalkeeper. Peter Shilton, who 
made his domestic League debut in 
1965. the year after Van Basten 
was bom. firsl played for his coun- 
try when tbe Dutchman was 7 
years old and kept goal in the 1982 
World in S^in. 

There is a cluster of other 1990 
stars who saw World Cup action 
eight years ago as well as in Mexico 
in 1986. Some of them could out- 
shine tbe Worid Cup newcomers 
when the tournament begins next 
month in Italy. 

Diego Maradona's breathtak- 
ing skills helped - Argentina to 
World Cup glory in Mexico. Four 
years earlier, he suffered from inex- 
perience in Spain and got sent off 
against Brazil. 

The dazzling striker has redis- 
covered his form at club level to 
help Napoli regain the Italian 
League title this season. 

Italian defender Giuseppe Ber- 
gomi collected a World Cup win- 
ners' medal in 1982 at age 18 when 
itaiy beat West Germany in the 
final. Now a veteran of 50 inter- 
national appearances, he will be* 
gunning for a return of the title on

World Cup holder Argentina 
and England are two sides that 
have kept faith with estabUshed 
players from World Cup to World 
Cup.

Maradona couJd be joined in 
Italy by goalkeeper Neiy Pum- 
pido, midfielders Jorge Burru- 
chag^ Sergio Batista, Ricardo 
Giusll defender Oscar Ruggieri 
and even striker Jorge Valdano.
